WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—At the 
direction of President Wilson, Secre- 
tary Tumulty today wrote a letter to 
New Jersey Democrats, declining to 
have them indorse the President for 
a second term. : 
Secretary Tumulty’s letter was to 
Edward E. Grosscup, State Treasurer 
of New Jersey. It follows: 

“You were generous enough to con- 
sult me as to whether the Democrats 
of New Jersey should at this time 
indorse the President for a second 
term. I had a talk with the President 
about it and he deeply appreciated 
the generosity of the suggestion, but 
New Jersey is his home State, the 
men who would act in this matter 
are his own persona! friends, and he 
feels that it might seem as if he were 
taking advantage of the extraordinary 
situation now existing to gain some 
personal advantage through such an 
expression of confidence by them. 

“This would be inconsistent with his 
whole thought and spirit and he 
ehrinks from it as from something 
that would embarrass him rather than 
help him. He feels confident that 
you will know the spirit in which he 
says this; that in urging the Demo- 
crats of New Jersey not to do this, 
he is not abating in the least his deep 


It was understood the President de- 
cided to allow the New Jersey Demo- 
crates not to indorse him for a second 
term because he believed it would look 
as though he were seeking renomina- 
tion. His attitude, however, was not 
taken by his friends here to mean 
that he has decided not to accept a 
renomination if it is offered to him, 
Democrats in other States’ have re- 
cently indorsed him for a second term 
and nosobjection was made at the 
White House.

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THE CHECKERBOARD OF THE WAR. 


BY HARRY CARR, 


* 


OHNNY SCHIFF is a little tow-headed prize fighter; but it has 
been reserved for him to blunder, unknowingly, upon one of the 
secrets of the Kaiser's world strategy. : 

On his way home from Australia, the prize fighter sailed 
through the edge of the war zone and wrote delightedly of his ex- 
periences to the sporting editor of this paper. Sandwiched in be- 
tween his boyish account of an adventure with a doll from the 
chorus of a comic opera company and his naive opinion of Gibral- 
tar, he wrote a significant and important fact in relation to the real 
inside strategy of this war—not the strategy of right flanks or left 
flanks and charging centers, but the larger world strategy. This 
fact was the landing of what he called the “Hindu” troops at Toulon. 

To any one who has studied this war closely, this fact, if true. 
is like the opening of a secret book. It seems to explain why the 

ermans sacrificed everything for a headlong rush through the 
French center; why the German center stopped abruptly and turned 
back at Sezanne without any clear military reason; why Turkey got 
ready to enter the war; mobilized her troops, then did nothing. 


GERMANY’S FAILURE. 


Let us systematically analyze this war in this new light. We 
will get around to the significance of the landing of the Hindu 
troops in their proper place. 
Germany's failure has been a failure of diagnosis—not of op- 
eration. Her failure has been due to political miscalculations 
rather than to errors of strategy, although there were military mis- 
calculations, too. 
Not long before the war, Gen. Von Bernhardi, the great Ger- 
man strategist and military expert, wrote a remarkable book in which 
he told frankly what Germany would expect in the event of a war 
against a coalition of England, France and Russia. His book shows 
that the Germans made the grievous error of supposing that the 
colonies of England and the subject nations of Russia would turn 
against those countries in the event of a European war; also in sup- 
posing that Japan would attack Russia instead of becoming her 
active war ally. | 
If Germany is to perish, her death knell will be the loyal 
eee that came from the English colonists when war was de- 
If we may rely upon Gen. Bernhardi's book, the Kaiser also 
erred in a purely military way by underestimating the power and 
fighting qualities of the British army. The Norse god, Balder, per- 
ished because he had forgotten to make peace with the humble 
mistletoe; the War Lord of Europe seems to have lost because he 
despised the not very impressive British army. 
~The greatest mistake, indicated by Bernhardi, was the German 
supposition that the British could not send more than 150,000 men 
against Germany, whereas returned travelers state that Lord 
Kitchener has sent more than half a million. This wrong supposi- 
tion was based upon the belief that England would need all her 
— troops, if not her home troops, to keep the restless colonies 
| 


ENGLAND’S ARMY. 


Englands army is divided into two grand divisions: the home 
and the colonial army. The home forces consist of 270,000 militia 
(Territorials,) 134,000 regulars and 200,000 reservists. With the 
usual contempt of the professional soldier for the militia, Gen. Von 
Bernhardi disposes of the Territorials with one breath. He says 
they are of very little use for anything and of no use whatever in a 
continental war. Of the regulars and reservists, he figures that no 
expeditionary force larger than 150,000 could possibly be sent 
against Germany. | 

In fact, he questions very pointedly if England could even 
send that slender force. He calls attention to the fact that prepon- 
derance of native troops over the English soldiers in the colonies 
creates for Great Britain a perilous situation that might well require 
the sending of all of her home troops to the colonies. | 

This preponderance of native troops is as follows: ox 

In India, England has 74,500 English troops and 150,000 sol- 
diers officered partly by Englishmen. In Egypt she has 6000 Eng- 
lish troops supported by an army of 29,000, of which one-fifth the 
officers are English. Including these English troops stationed in 
Egypt, she has 39,000 regulars at different stations Malta, etc. 

The landing of the Hindu“ troops at Toulon helps to explain 
how fatal was the German error. As far as we can judge, the col- 
onies have been unshaken in their loyalty. The Marquis of Crewe 
suggested in a recent address to the House of Lords that England 
should grant to her faithful Indian troops the privilege of fighting in 
this war for the mother country. It goes without saying that he 
knew the invitation would be accepted or he would not have 
“spoken out in meeting. 

This has the effect of throwing against Germany an immense and 
unexpected force of trained soldiers. In her native army, England 
has Rajputs, Sikhs, Gurkhas and Marathas to the number of between 
150,000 and $160,000. In addition to these splendid forces, the 
native rajahs have in their own employ 111,000 Indian troops, By 
treaty the principal Indian rulers have expressly agreed that the 
enemies of England are the enemies of the rajahs. Still further, the 


this there are about 39,000 volunteers. Altogether, the native 
troops whom Germany calculated on the wrong side of the ledger 
amount to 450,000 of the finest fighting men in the world. : 

This unexpected situation enabled Kitchener to make use of 
the despised Territorials. The English scheme of defense is now to 
bring all the regulars home from the colonies and to send militia to 
take their places. As the war progresses, the volunteers, now being 
organized in England, are to be sent to the colonies and the militia 
brought back to fight on the line of battle. 


ANOTHER WRONG ESTIMATE, 


che German estimate of the quality of the English troops seem 
to have been as erroneous as the German estimate of the quantity. 
Gen. Von Bernhardi ill conceals his contempt for the British sol- 
diers. He states that the Boer war showed that the British soldiers 
could not act with success upon the offensive and the great. ma- 
neuvers in Ireland, three or four years ago, proved the British of- 
ficers to be deficient in strategy. The maneuvers, by the way, were 
under command of Gen. French, commander of the British forces 
now on the continent. 3 | 
This contemptuous opinion of the British would seem to explain 
why the Germans took such chances in exposing their right flank to 
British attack before the Battle of the Marne. 
Instead. of being the poor ecrubs, anticipated by German mili- 
tary men, the British have done some of the best fighting in this war.

RUSSIA'S STRENGTH, 


The German estimate of the Ru» 
sian strength was based upon the 
same suppositions as the German es- 
timates of the British army. Germans 
figured that Russia would have to hold 
back at least 646,000 men to over- 
awe her restless subject nations. Ger- 
mans also figured, according to Bern- 
hardl, that Japan would be a menace 
to Russia in the event of a European 


war. 

He estimated that five Siberian 
corps, proved in the Jap-Russ War to 
be Ruesia’s finest fighting men, would 
have to be held back in Manchufia to 
resist the hostility of Japan. All the 
Turkestan troops would have to be 
kept in Turkestan. All the Caucasian 
troops would be nailed to the Cauca- 
sus to prevent outbreaks. All the 
Guard troops would be prevented 
from leaving Petrograd and great 
bodies of troops would be needed to 
hold down Finland. 

Japan, of course, appears as an ac- 
tive ally of Russia instead of a threat- 
ening foe. How far the other predio- 
tions have come true, no one knows. 
It is probable, however, that the Cars 
Mberal concessions to the Pouma and 
the Jews have lessened this pressure 
and have made available some of the 
t s that the Germans believ 
would not get into the war. 

We come ow to the landing of the 
“Hindu” troops et Toulon—ff it is 
really true that they have landed, 

It is not unlikely that Toulon, not 
Paris, was the real objective of the 
German army in marching through 
France. The capture of this impor- 
tant French naval station would have 
been a coup of stertiing importance. 
It has been an axiom of German 
strategy that, In the event of a war 
against the Triple Entente, Germany 
must destroy the French navy by land 
operations. 

With Toulon in German hands and 
the French navy without a home, the 
control of the Mediterranean by 
France would eat least havé been seri- 
ously shaken. 

The vital importance ef the 
Suez Canal to ngland's existence 
has been discussed in a previous 
checker-board article. To close the 
canal would be like cutting an artery 
of the British Empire. Were the clos- 
ing of this canal coupled with the 
hoped-for unrest of the native sub 
jects in India, the closing of the canal 
would have put England in a dread- 
ful predicament. 

This was the work allotted to the 
Turk by the German War And 
the most favored time for the Turk 
to have struck at Egypt and the canal 
would have been the day that Toulon 
fell into the hands of the Germans. 

This was without. doubt, the reason 
that the Kaiser interned two German 
cruisers in Turkish waters at the de- 
ginning of the war. Had these events 
been brought off successfully, the 
English fleet would have been on the 
horns of a dilemma. It could either 
have rushed ships to protect Egypt 
and thereby lifted the blockade in the 
North Sea ahd left England open to 
invasion; or it could have suffered its 
jugular vein to be ecut. And never 
forget that Gen. Homer Lea, Peter 
the Great of Russia and other strate- 
gists have said that England could 
Stand invasion herself With more 
safety than she could open India to 
invasion. India is more important to 
England than is England to England. 

Rut Toulon Hes too far down the 
coast to suppose that the Kaiser would 
risk exposing fils flank and rear by 
directing his whole attack at that 
point. If he had gone much further 
through the French eenter, one fiying 
column would have made a headlong 
rush upon Toulon While the main 
army would have continued the cir- 
cling move around Paria, 


PRUDENT TO RETREAT. 


Military men have usually agreed 
that the German army stopped the 
advance movement, not so much from 
a defeat as from the discovery of some 
element that made it prudent to fall 
back. Although this discovery has 
been generally ascribed to the unex- 
pected stren of the English forces 
upon the right flank, may it not have 
been also the diseovery of the “Hin- 
du” troeps on the center covering 
and protecting the route to Toulon? 
The appearance of native East In- 
dian troops from an unexpected 
quarter and in unknown numbers 
would be an event ef enough impor- 
tanee to involve a ehange in 
Kalser's plans.

This much for the world strategy.

THE SEA NEXT. 

The next great events of this war 
are likely to take place at sea. The 
dispatches represent the British as be- 
ing eager for “revenge” on account 
of the blowing up of three cruisers 
by the German submarines.

There can be no question 
that the destruction of these ships by 
an enemy who floats Along in silence 
and im the dark has a terrible mental!

GREAT ALMOND 
N ANTELOPE VALLEY. 


ANCASTER, Sept. 26.—The Euro- 
pean war and absence from early 
frosts are responsible for a $50,000 
Almond crop in the Antelope Valley 
this season. Several times the grow- 
ers on the lower ridges have seen 
what promised to be a heavy crop al- 


most totally destroyed by frosts, but 


this year will be known as “freak 
year,” as every tree in the orchards 
has grown its quota and the alfalfa 
rancher is for once in his life truly 
envious of his “nutty” neighbor. 

Owing to the large crop an unusual 
number of persons have been em- 
ployed in the harvest fields, and, 
thanks to the loyalty of the growers, 
the men and women have been se- 
fected from valley residents and pat- 
ronizing “home industry” has proven 
a profitable experiment, @rcording to 
the growers. * :

TAKING FORM. 


Conference to be Held Today 
to Relieve Situation. 


Meeting in El Centro Last 
Night Important. 


“Buy-a-bale” Movement is 
Gaining in Favor, 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE } 

EL CENTRO, Sept. 2¢6.—The Im- 
perial Valley cotton situation is acute. 
A meeting was held here today to re- 
lieve the situation and J. F. Manning 
was named to attend a conference at 
the Hollenbeck Hotel in Los Angeles 
tomorrow morning. 

Among the disturbing elements are 
the purpose of the Southern Pacific to 
advance the cotton rate and the 
stringency in money matters, not- 
withstanding the aid of the national 
currency association. 

The rapid ripening of the cotton 
crop necessitates an immediate sup- 
Ply of cotton pickers and there is in- 
sufficient money to pay them. The 
$20-a-bale advance recently made by 

Angeles banks is not sufficient 
for the purpose and has not proven 
a full solution of the problem. The 
valley cotton growers are unable to 
understand why $30 or $40 can be 
advanced by southern banks under 
McAdoo’s sanction when only $20 
can advanced in the Imperial Val- 


The Imperial Valley Chamber of 
Commerce is in telegraphic com- 
munication with Montgomery Ward 
and Company, Marshal’ Field an 
Company, John Wanamaker an 
other eastern concerns that are buy- 
Ing 10,000 bales each under the “buy- 
a-bale” idea, and the chamber is 
making efforts to induce these con- 
cerns to send their buyers into the 
Imperial Valley for the same pur- 


pose. 

It is known that several important 
telegrams from large buyers and job- 
bers in the east came here this after- 
noon for the County Chamber of 
Commerce on the southern cotton 
situation, and on the strength of these 
telegrams an important meeting of 
the directors of the Valley Chamber 
of Commerce and the Imperial Valley 
Long Staple Cotton Growers’ Asso- 
— was held late today in this 
city. 

This conference resultéd in sending 
Secretary J. F. Manning of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce to attend the Los 
Angeles conference on the arrival of 
two delegates from the East.

Democratic Candidate for Governor Presents an Array of 
Unanswerable Facts Showing Holy Hi’s Method of 
Extending Power by Doling Out Jobs. 


HOWING the “inside” workings' 
＋ the powerful Johnson machine, 
built and maintained at the ex- 


pense of the people of California, 


Senator John B. Curtin, Democratic 
candidate for Governor, bitterly ar- 
Taigned Gov. Johnson and the “Pro- 
Sressive” party in his speech opening 
the Southern California campaign for 
the Democrats at Blanchard Hall last 
night. 

Sitting for sixteen years in the 
State Senate, Senator Curtin watched 
the changes that were rung in our 
State government, and for the last. 
three years he has studied every move 
made by Holy Hi and his State-paid 
political machine. In his address last. 
night the Democratic. 
sented proof for each assertion that 
never in California has there been a 
political machine so rampantly rotten, 
so brutally frank in its disregard for 
the will of the people, so thoroughly 
dedicated to the perpetuation of a 
one-man power. 

Jo V. Snyder of Grass Valley. 
Democratic candidate for Lieutenant- 
Governor, also addressed the meet- 
ing, showing the despicable action of 
‘Progressive’ politicians in forcing 
their names upon other party bal- 
lots.

HANDLEY PRESIDES.

De said: 

n the course of sixteen continued 
years in the Senate of California the 
operation of the wheel of government 
has received my considerate attention. 
During that long period of service I 
have witnessed many changes, having 
seen that wheel revolve in one di- 
rection, and reverse and revolve in 
another. If we look over the as- 
sociations of individuals and of the 
aggregate of individuals protected un- 
under the form of corporations, it is 
easy to see that one corporation in 
California, ag in the condition of 
many States, larger interests than 
other corporations or individuals. Not 
meaning that the same corporation 
7 larger interests in other States, 
but that usually some one corpora- 
tion in each State has larger interests 
than others, and take a larger con- 
cefh in political affairs. It goes with- 
out saying that the one corporation 
in thig State that has the largest in- 
terest is the South Pacific Company. 


POLITICAL PARTIES NECESSARY. 


No greater inducement could be 
ever held out to any corporation to 
take an active’ part in the political 
affairs of California than that instru- 
ment itself held out, and at that 
particular period of our history and‘ 
for many years prior thereto, the gov- 
erning genius of our people had - 
vised that there be political es, 
to the end that those who believed in 
one theory which might be produc- 
tive of the best results for our people, 
and those who differed and believed 
in another theory, might find the ex- 
Plans ion of their beliefs in politica! 
creeds evidenced in what is usuaily 
termed the platform of the party. 
Therefore, out of the very theory of 
our government, political parties be- 
come necessary and political parties 
will ever continue to be necessary, 
and it is but natural to assume that 
any corporation so largely affected by 
whatever doctrines that the dominant 
political party might” decree, would 
more largely identify itself with that 
party. and naturally enough would 
use its influence to the success of 
that party, acting under the natural 
impulses that out of its large interests 
and perhaps moneyed contributions, 
end its great activity, that it would 
de more or less favored for all that 
it had dene. It is, therefore, within 
the knowledge of every man who has 
made the history of this government 
a study, that since 1879 to the present 
time. the Southern Pacific Company 
hag invaded the convention of the 
Democratic party when it was in 
power, to the ehd that it could name 
the Patiroad Commission and the 
Board of Equalization, and when. 
More than twenty years ago, the 
Democratic power waned in this State 
and the Republican party went into 
control, and since remained in con- 
trol, that same company has invaded 
every convention ever held, and it 
cannot well be denied that it exerted 
its influence to the utmost for the 
haming of the Railroad Commission 
and the State Board of Baqualization. 
At times it was successful and at 
times not. 

FOUR HOSTILE CONDITIONS. 


After eight years of service, to me 
it Was apparent that there was four 
particular conditions that had to be 
eliminated before the individual mem- 
ber could stand upon the floor of the 
Legislature and urge the passage of 
laws upon their merits, or defeat them 
because of demerits: 

First—-Urge the electors of this 
State to do their full duty at the bal- 
lot box, and not depend upon party 
leaders to name the delegates to a 
county convention, who in turn would 
name them to State conventions, but 
Instead, let the people directly nomi- 
nate all public officers. 

Second—Take away from the State 
Board of Equalization the power to 
fix the physical value of railroad prop- 
erty and rate of taxation for this 
State, by separating the source of 
revenue for taxation and, guided by 
the experience of other States, let the 
State obtain its taxes by a proportion 
of the earnings of public service cor- 
porations and the counties retain the 
balance of the property for taxation 
for county purposes. 

Third—Put such provision into the 
constitution of this State aa would 
force the activity on the part of the 
Rallroad Commiesion, so that the 
earnings of railroads and public serv- 
fee corporations would be but just a 
fair return of the money invested. . 

Fourth—Take from the Legislature 
the power to vote unlimited moneys 
out of the State Treasury to attaches 
as a reward for political services. 

Now we find that, beginning in 


leader pre- 


ture the power to appropriate in un- 
limited amounts—amounts that al- 
most became scandalous—the tax- 
payers’ money for a horde of legis- 
lative attaches, who were employed 
only as a reward for political services 
in party conventions. 

Second—It placed in the hands of 
the people the power to nominate by 
direct vote all candidates for public 
office, and. ended forever all cor- 
—— domination of party conven- 


ons. 

Third—1t took from the State 
Board of Equalization the power to 
measure the amount of taxes that 
these corporations should pay to the 
State of California, and took from 
these corporations the inducements 
offered them for selfish purposes to 
pervade the halls of the Legislature, 
or to in any way shape legislation. 
Fourth—It passed a railroad rate 
regulation bill, the best we could get 
under the then existing constitutional 
provisions, and which canceled every 
railroad pass theretofore issued, so 
that no more free passes could be is- 
sued as a reward for political serv- 
ices, or to any State, legislative or 
county officer. 

Now I appeal to the intelligence, 
to the honesty, and to the fairness of 
every person within the sound of my 
voice to answer this question, if you 
can! When, beginning in 1907, and 
ending in 1909, we had passed a di- 
rect primary law that took from the 
Southern Pacific Company or any 
other corporate interest the right fc 
the slightest degree to dominate a 
convention and put the nominating 
of candidates for office in the hands 
of the people; when, beginning in 
1907 and ending in 1909, we passed a 


2 the 1 rate regulation bill that cut 


off the power or right of the Southern 
PacifiCc Company or any other rail- 
road company in California to issue 
to any political worker or any other 
person any railroad passes; when, be- 
ginning in 1907 and ending in 1909, 
we had so amended the Constitution 
as to take away from the power of 
the Board of Equalization the right 
to fix or assess physically any raliroad 
property in California, and placing a 
taxing provision on a basis of a per- 
centage of gross earnings, so that it 
would be immaterial whether it was 
Republican, Democrat, Socialist or 
any other man in that office, the taxa- 
tion of railroads would, as it were, 
work automatically; when, beginning 
in 1907 and ending in 1909, we had 
amended the Constitution of this 
State so as to take from the Legisla- 
ture the power to pay out the tax- 
payers’ money in unlimited amounts 
to political workers who had rendered 
services to the party, and limited the 
legislative expenses to $500 a day, I 
ask if there be a human being who 
can int out to me what was left of 
the thern Pacific Company to kick 
out of politics in 19117 


PSYCHOLOGY IN POLITICS. 


Isn't it as clear as the light of day 
that that corporation and every other 
corporate influence had been  elim- 
inated body and soul from the polit- 


dliram W. Johnson appeared upon 
the seene of action? But he is a 
great psychologist and he knew that 
or several years the air had been 


the domination of political conven- 
tions of the Republican party by the 
Southern Pacific Company. He knew 
in 1910 that the people of the State 
of California had not yet forgotten 
the Santa Cruz convention of 1908, 
and, taking advantage of a political 
situation that he never hitherto had 
offered any aid to remedy, a situation 
that I had worked for years rem- 
edy, and put into the Constitutfon the 
provisions that would finally remedy 
it, he made a campaign up and down 
the State upon an issue that was dead 
and ended before he appeared upon 
the scene of action. He merely took 
advantage of the fact that up to that 
time the people did not appreciate 
the full significance and effect upon 
the railroad companies of the consti- 
tutional provisions that I had en- 
grafted upon the Constitution, and 
when I make these statements to you 
I hold here in my hand the records 
that prove the truth of every state- 
ment I make. 

DOES NOTHING FOR STATE. 

Now, my friends, let us come now 
to the political conditfons in Califor- 
nia that have resulted in the present 
Governor for more than one year, 
doing nothing for the benefit of Call- 
fornia except defending a political 
system that he realizes is falling by 
ite own weight, a system that has 
sent four worthy Republicans out upon 
the-campaign of this State to discuss 
issues and conditions without offering 


to the people of this State any relief. 


from those conditions, and as the re- 
sult of the primary election there are 
before you tonight three candidates 
for the highest office within the gift 
of the people, and it will be for you 
to determine which of these three 
candidates offers you the best rea- 
sons why he should preside over the 
destinies of California for the next 
four years. 

Why should any Governor of the 
State of California be permitted to 
say that in all the institutions like 
the State hospitals, the board of di- 
rectors may be selected from all parts 
of the State because of reward for 
political service, and then the affairs 
of that institution be thereby placed 
in the hands of men located in differ- 
ent parts of the State, who have no 
local pride in the institution, and 
who visit it only occasionally? 

Why should, an institution like the 
water front of San Francisco be made 
a trading post for any political party, 
so that it may be a resting place for 
lame ducks and broken-down politi- 
clans 
ward for yielding their votes and ef- 
forts in behalf of the success of the 
political party that placed them 
there? 


DISREGARDS OBLIGATIONS. 

Now, my friends, let me show you 
how ruthlessly did the present Gov- 
ernor of this State disregard his ob- 
ligations to the people, and how, not- 
withstanding the road assurances 
that he has made that he was not 


he sought and did at the expense of 
the people of California, build up the 
greatest political machine ever con- 
structed in this State, a political ma- 
chine for which the people of this 
State has paid dearly. I want to say

MACHINE POLITICS. 

Now let us see how that political 
machine was builded by the present 
sovernor of this State. When we met 

the session of the Legislature of 
1911, we had a United States Senator 
to elect and the primary law that had 
been passed in 1909 provided for the 
election of a United States Senator by 
the direct vote of the people and pro- 
vided that the candidate for that of- 
fice who had carried the largest num- 
ber of Assembly and Senatorial dis- 
tricts in the State was entitled to the 
election, and it so happened that Mr. 
Spalding of San Diego carried the 


der that act was clearly entitled to be 
the nominee for United States Sena- 
tor. It was charged by the Progres- 
sive leader that Mr. Spalding be- 
longed to a machine, not the Progres- 
sive machine, but some other ma- 
chine, and he was not acceptable to 
Mr. Johnson, that Mr. John D. Works 
had carried the largeg number of 
votes because of the fact that some 
of the Assembly districts of his home 
city in Los Angeles were far more 
populous than some of the districts 
in the interior, and that the primary 
law could be violated in the inter- 
ests of a good Progressive, but, my 
friends, it sometimes takes consider- 
able persuasion and some other in- 
ducement besides persuasion to get 
members of the Legislature to depart 
from the plain letter and spirit of 
the law, and how is that inducement 
to be had? There stood the water 
front of San Francisco, the greatest 
political plum and the greatest 
amount of political patronage in the 
State of California, and to get that 
large block of votes from San Fran- 
cisco in behalf of Mr. Works, the 
waterfront was used as the basis, and 
that waterfront, together with the 
“big stick” and the promise of pollt- 
ical plums” and other political pat- 
ronage, the letter and spirit of the 
primary law of 1909 was violated asd 
Mr. Works was elected Senator. 


VIOLATING THE LAW. 

A political compact when once 
made must, or ought to be, carried 
out, and as a result, within a very 
few days*thereafter, an act was in- 
troduced in the ture to reor- 
ganize the waterfront of San Fran- 
cisco, and the old board removed and 
a new one put in, and $134,000 added 
to the payroll, and that amount has 
been increased ever since until there 
reached a time when the entire pro- 
ceeds of the waterfront would not pay 
its payroll or the interest on its in- 
debdtédness. Such an act was an out- 
rage. It shocks the intelligence of 
people when they think of it. Every 
man on that waterfront is doing pol- 
itics instead of work. 

One of the charges that Gov. John- 
son makes is that some of his oppo- 
nent are attacking the efficiency of 
the primary law; yet Hiram W. John- 
son was the first man to violate the 
primary law in the election of Mr. 
Works, and when a man is rewarded 
by a political position for violating 
the law, it is corrupt; yet he was the 
first man to violate the primary law 
and outrage its spirit as well as its 
letter, and he is now crying for immu- 
nity from attack upon a law which 
he never respected. 

Let me go a step further and show 
you how this political machine oper- 
ates in favor of Mr. Johnson. One 
of the very first acts of Gov. Johnson's 
administration was to remove Alden 
Anderson as Bank Superintendent—an 
act that had for its foundation a fail- 
ure on his part to do the small cour- 
tesy of acknowledging a letter of con- 
gratulation from an opponent. Alden 
Anderson was appointed Bank Super- 
intendent in 1909 and on becoming 
a candidate for Governor in 19 he 
tendered his resignation to the Gov- 
ernor. In the meantime he had taken 
possession of an insolvent bank on 
Market street in San Francisco, as re- 
quired to do under the Bank Act. One 
of the stockholders of that bank had 
brought suit before Judge Sturtevant 
of San Francisco for damages and to 
restrain Mr. Anderson from further 
proceeding and to restore the posses- 
sion of the bank to its board of direc- 
tors. I appeared on behalf of the 
Bank Superintendent, Alden Ander- 
son, and wrote a brief in that case 
sustaining the validity of the Bank 
Act, which act I was largely concerned 
in drawing. In the summer of 1910 
I was in Gov. Gillett’s office working 
on the Tax Commission work, and 
the Governor showed me the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Anderson and stated to 
me that he did not think he would 
accept it, at least not until after Mr. 
Anderson was nominated, which fact 
he somewhat doubted, 


HIS THREATENED DEED. 


After Mr. Anderson was defeated 
some months had elapsed whea he 
wrote me for an opinion as to how 
long the Governor could hold his res- 
ignation without the office becoming 
vacant, since under the law an elected 
or appointed officer must hold until 
his successor is elected and quali- 
fied, but how long could the appoint- 
ing power refuse to act on a resigna- 
tion? If a vacancy had thereby been 
ereated because of the failure to act 
on the resignation, Mr. Anderson was 
a trespasser in holding that bank 
and became liable, and I personally 
went to Sacramento and suggested to 
Gov. Gillett his immediate appoint- 
ment so as to protect him and the 
sureties on his bond in holding that 
bank. Gov. Gillet® preferred not to 
make any selection during his term, 
but to leave the matter to Mr. John- 
son; but on my advice, to protect Mr. 
Anderson and his sureties, he reap- 
pointed him. Immediately after the 
primary election of 1910 Mr. Alden 
Anderson wrote a letter of congrat- 
ulation to Mr. Johnson and . offered 
assistance politically, which letter he 
never even acknowledged receipt of, 
and the first thing Gov. Johnson did 
in office was to make a public declar- 
ation that he would kick Alden An- 
derson out, and Mr. Anderson pre- 
ferred then to let him do the kick- 
ing rather than to resign, and the bill 
for the purpese was forced through 
the Legislature of 1911 under a pain- 
ful situation, ag no member spoke for 
it, and the utmost silence prevailed 
when it was reached on the file, and 
the Governors vindictiveness was #0 
much feared, the roll was called and 
the bill passed. 

A FAMILY AFFAIR. 


And then what followed? A few

CAPTURING AN OFFICE. 
To further build up this political 
machine, Dilla and constitutional

SENATORIAL DEMAND, 


When the extra session of 1911 con- 
vened, members of the Senate be- 
lieved that if Mr. Shannon had com- 
mitted all the wrongs and offenses 
that had been published, his offenses 
should not be condoned by his resig- 
nation, and a resolution was _ intro- 
duced in the Senate calling the Gov- 
ernor to deliver over to the Senate 
every book and paper in his posses- 
sion relatfve to Mr. Shannon's admin- 
istration of the printing office, and aft- 
er fighting that resolution back and 
forth we finally got the admission on 
the floor of the Senate that the only 
document in the possession of the ad- 
ministration that affected Mr. Shan- 
‘non in any manner was a copy of a 
letter written by him to a firm re- 
questing that firm to take back worth- 
less paper that he would not pay for.

WORKS BOARD REFUSES TO JOIN 
SLAUSON-AVENUE PLAN, 


Says Council “Butted in“ on its 
Purpose to Force Lower Santa Fe 
Grade at Crossings and wil] In- 
volve City in Heavy Expenses for 
Drains* 


The “butting in” of the City Coun- 
cil on the plans of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works to compel the Santa Fe 
Railroad to lower its tracks at street 
crossings on Slauson avenue, from 
Main street to Western avenue, was 
designated by President Handley of 
the Board of Public Works yesterday 
as “an infernal nuisance.” ; 

The members of the board were de- 
cidedly iniffed yesterday when there 
was presented before them for their 
signatures the agreement reached be- 
tween, the City Council and the Santa 
Fe representatives relative to the 
lowering of grade at street crossings 
— Moneta avenue and Figueroa street 
crossings at once, and others later on, 
the last within fourteen months. 

This agreement also provides that 
the city shall be at the expense of 
putting in the crogs culverts or storm 
drains of such size as it may deem 
2 to carry off the storm we- 
ers. 
The Board of Public Works flatiy 
refused to sign the agreement. The 
members declared they would be no 
party to the agreement, and that the 
onus of it must rest entirely upon the 
City Council. 

“This interference with plans the 
Board of Public Works has under 
way by. other ‘departments of the 
city government has become an in- 
fernal nuisance,” declared President 
Handley with considerable feeling. 
“We initiated this movement to se- 
cure the lowering of the grade on 
Slauson avenue, and finally started 
court proceedings; we had the case 
ready for trial, and the very fact that 
the Santa Fe officials were willing to 
enter into an agreement shows that 
we would have carried our point. 
This would have meant the lowering 
of the tracks all the way along Slau- 
son avenue. Now the Council steps 
in and undertakes to handle the sit- 
uation. That has been the situation 
too many times in affairs of this 
beard, and it is time it should stop. 

“It will cost the city from $7000 to 
$8000 for storm drains at each of 
these crossings, under the agreement 
proposed, and we will not be a party 


to it.“ 
Commissioner O’Brien also ex- 
pressed himself vigorously on the 


ame line, and Commissioner Osborne 
gave his ready consent to the with- 
holding of the board's signatures. 

The City Council is the supreme 
authority, however, and as ite mem- 
bers are satisfied wit hthe compro- 
mise agreement reached, it will doubt- 
less stand, regardless of the protest 
of the Board of Public Works.

WOULD INVESTIGATE. 
GRILL FOR UTILITIES BOARD? 

The very latest phase in the move- 
ment to retain Charles K. Mohler in 
the position of chief engineer of the 
railroad department of the Board of 
Public Utilities developed yesterday. 
An investigation of the entire utili- 
ties department, inclyding the mem- 
bers of the board, is to be demanded. 

Tomorrow the subject of adoption 
of the salary ordinance for the pub- 
lic utilities employees will be before 
the Council, action having been de- 
ferred last week in order that the 
special committee appointed to inves- 
tigate the work of Mr. Mohler might 
file its report. No provision is made 
for a salary for Mr. Mohler's posi- 
tion in this ordinance. 

There will be a majority and & 
minority report from the committee, 
Councilman Wheeler reporting in 
favor of retaining the position, while 
Councilmen Betkousk! and Snowden 
will report against it. The Board of 
Public Utilities has temporarily abol- 
ished the position, to take effect the 
first of October, and has announced 
that its own members will carry on 
the work that has been done by Mr. 
Mohler at a salary of $300 per month. 

But a strong effort will be made 
before the City Council tomorrow to 
save Mr. Mohler his position, or at 
least to maintain the position. 
Various civic organizations will have 
representatives present, and one of 
their steps will be to present a peti- 
tion asking the Council to create a 
commission or committee to be com- 
posed of representatives of six of the 
most important civic and business 
organizations of the city, these rep- 
resentatives to select the seventh 
member, and this body to make a 
thorough and sweeping investigation 
of the work of the Public Utilities 
Board and its employees, and to re- 
port to the Council its findings and 
recommendations. Meanwhile an ef- 
fort will be made to retain Mr. Moh- 
ler in the municipal service.

The Campbells have adopted Lewis, 
and Dr. Crutcher is seeking to open 
up the adoption case, charging the 
Campbells with putting one over on 
him. Lewis was adopted without 
notice to Dr. Crutcher. Under the 
statute, it is not necessary to serve 
notice on the heirs where the parents 
of the child sought to be adopted are 
dead. Hence, the Campbells say they 
acted square. Lewis was an orphan. 

The story goes back to the time 
when the boy’s mother died. His 
father, Harry D. Crutcher,, placed his 
baby children with the Campbells. He 
boarded at their house. The other 
was Esther Crutcher, aged 4 
years. A year later the father dled. 
Dr. Crutcher attended to the funeral 
arrangements of his brother, and an 
interview with the Campbells took 
place as to the disposition of the 
babes. 

The Campbells say Dr. Crutcher 
Was given his choice. He selected 
Esther, now 4 years old. The baby 
remained with the Campbells, and 
they grew to love him. They say Dr. 
Crutcher did not care to take Lewis 
owing to his extreme youth. When 
Dr. Crutcher made a demand later on 
for the boy, they refused to give him 
up. 

To cinch matters they went into 
court and adopted Lewis. Dr. Crutcher

RYANS P 


NO MONEY PAID. 


In granting Estelle Johnson Ryan 
an interlocutory decree of divorce 
from Terence E. Ryan yesterday, 
Judge Monroe asked a significant 
question. He inquired of Attorney 
Ingall W. Bull, counsel for Mrs. Ryan, 
whether Mr. Ryan been paid 
any money. 

“Absolutely none,” replied Mr. Bull. 

The court next inquired if Mrs. 
Ryan's father, a wealthy business 
man, had p his son-in-law money. 
Again Mr. Bull replied that he had 
not. 

This relieved the court’s mind, and 
he proceeded to another inquiry. He 
asked why *it was that young Mr. 
Ryan, who was surprised at a Venice 
rooming-house with a woman, had 
not been shadowed by detectives, as 
the testimony showed, until that 
particular evening. | 

Mr. Bull answered that detectives 
had been trailing Mr. Ryan for two 
weeks. He did not know who the 
operators were until he came into 
court and heard them testify. His 
own connection with the proof at the 
rooming-house was due to the precau- 
tion he had exercised of asking to 
be notified if Mr. Ryan was sur- 
prised. 

The divorce action was tried some 
time ago and continued. Mr. Bull, 
fled an amended complaint, changing 
the charge to misconduct. Service 
was made upon his attorney, and the 
court held the case open to have Mr. 
Ryan read the complaint. He was 
served but declined to come into court 
and contest the charge. The court 
ordered him to pay $4 a week for the 
support of the child born. 


OUT OF COURT. 
SALVATION ARMY CASE. 


The Salvation Army, which locked 
horns with the Municipal Charities 
Commission in its struggle for ex- 
istence, as counsel put it, was forced 
out of court yesterday when Judge 
Wood decided that the action to en- 
join the inforcement of the begging 
ordinance, “is not a proper case for 
interference of equity with criminal 
prosecutions.” 

The demurrer of the commission 
to the complaint of the army, asking 
for an injunction, was sustained; the 
army’s application for a tempogary in- 
junction was denied, and the tem- 
porary restraining order heretofore 
was dissolved. 

The next step which the Salvation 
Army will take will be to sue out a 
write of habeas corpus and fight the 
issue along that line. Arrests of offi- 
cers of the army have been made un- 
der the begging ordinance, and the 
cases are pending in the Police Court. 

Judge Wood held that the ordl- 
nance which is attacked does not vio- 
late the principle relating to excessive 
penalties. Where irreparable damage 
to property rights is not shown, courts 
of equity will not attempt to enjoin 
or interfere with the prosecution of 
criminal proceedings. 

Other questions are suggested, the 
court stated, that are grave and of 
far-reaching importance. They can- 
not be decided in this case. It will 
be time to decide them when they 
come properly before the court and 
after counsel has had time to make 
the necessary research. At this time 
the court refrains from a gratuitous 
expression of opinion.

Settlement. It is the establisped and 
universal rule among raifroad trade 
unions to accept as a basis of settle- 
ment for their compensation the num- 
ber of miles traveled and not the 
days. There are many lines of indus- 
try where the relations between the 
employer and the employee are abso- 
lwtely harmonious, where the unit of 
settlement is result and not time. 
Where the unit of settlement is time 
you will find in many cases contro- 
versy and difficulty. Under “closed- 
shop” conditions, employees are or- 
ganized in trades unions and collective 
trade agreements exist between em- 
ployers and employees. Where em- 


prefer these conditions they should 
be at perfect liberty to elect to main- 
tain these conditions provided the 
rights of the public are in no way in- 
vaded. If there is monopoly of labor 
— one side there should be monop- 
oly of production on the other side, 
and I hold that there will never be 
any permanent peace—under general 
“closed -shop” conditions — without 
these two conditions prevailing, just 
as we have in the transportation world 
today. 
Under “open-shop” conditions the 
employer is supposed to employ or- 
ganized and unorganized labor freely 
and without discrimination. But if 
organized and unorganized men are 
freely employed without any further 
restraints, under the present industrial 
conditions, either one side or the other 
will gain the ascendency and the shop 
will become a “closed shop” or a non- 
union shop, as the case may be. If 
the employer desires to operate a 
non-union shop and has employees 
having a mutual willingness to main- 
tain non-union conditions, such em- 
ployers and employees should be ab- 
solutely free to maintain such condi- 
tions.

fortunate ones who graciously permit the millions to toll for them upon 
their own terms and conditions, and for such length of time as they see 
fit, and then dividing the proceeds, hand over to the workers enough to 
keep breath in them so long as they are needed.“

There may be employers who will take advantage of the necessities of

flow of the tides is governed by the moon. 


Occasionally capital underpays labor, but often it overpays it. Take any 


of the skyscrapers that line Broadway, or any of the bungalows that adorn 
the suburbs, examine the dills for construction and it will be found that 
from the diggers who made the excavations, to the plumbers who adjusted 
the water pipes, every worker received for his services a compensation that 
enabled him to supply himself with all the comforts and some of the modest 
luxuries of life. | 


Freeman Otis Mitley, in his work on »The Laborer and the Capitalist,” 


says: “In the failures that have taken place in the United States within the 
last thirty years, the liabilities, that is the unpaid debts at the time of failure, 
have\amounted to about $5,000,000,000—a sum larger than the assessed value 
of the six New England States. 


“According to Bradstreet, about 11 per cent. of these defaulters went 


through the failing process to make money. A small portion of the rest have 
finally squared their accounts with their creditors. Many of these have done 
so through a loss to themselves of theif investment and all the profits of 
their business years. But, in nearly all cases, the help employed by the 
failing parties received their pay. So that no small percentage of the lia- 
bilities reported represented money paid by capital to labor, over and above 
what capita] could safely spare.” 


If there be excepted the failures where the failing concerns dd not 


employ labor to any very great extent, still the aggregate unpaid debts would 
exceed $3,000,000,000. What became of the money representing this huge 
pile of debt? The creditors did not receive it. The falling capitalists did 
not receive it. Labor was the only party concerned that received full pay.

The right to labor is a right of Liberty 
and properly protected by the Fed- 
eral Constitution and nearly every 
State constitution, and a judicial re- 
view of the manifold attempt to regu- 
late labor contracts has but empha- 
eized the fundamental rule that, with 
few exceptions, wages and hours are 
to be determined by private contract. 
This freedom cannot even de de- 
stroyed by contract, for an agreément 
not to labor in a particular employ- 
ment is unenforcible. Likewise, a 
law which binds a man to a job by 


penalizing his breach of contract, is 
unconstitutional as tending to invol- 


untary servitude. No principle is 
more securely protected by our courts 
than the constitutional right of the 
workman to employ his talents as he 
will, and it is only where the contract 
involves tome appreciable danger to 
the freedom, health and happiness of 
a class that the law will intervene.

Nearly 80,000,000 barrels of oll will 
have been produced in California 
since the beginning of the year when 
this monthe- closes, and allowing for 
he probable falling off in the out- 
put during the remaining months of 
the year, owing to the present cur- 
tailing movement, it is safe to esti- 
mate that the total production for 
1914 will be nearly 105,000,000 Bar- 
rels. This figure is about 5,000,000 
barrels in excess of last year. Con- 
8 this year's yield will easily 


the largest in the history of the 


industry. 

Statistics for the first eight months 
of the year, which have already been 
made public show a total production 
of approximately 70,900,000 barrels, 
and this month's output is estimated 
roughly at 8,500,000 barrels. Ship- 
ments for the first eight months of 
the year total approximately 66,700,- 
600 barrels, leaving a surplus for the 
Period of over 4,000,000 barrels. The 
Value of the year’s total production 

exceed $50,000,000, and may run 
much higher owing to the tremendous 
output of light oil. 

The increase in 
year has been principally due to the 
Midway-Sunset and Fullerton fields, 
Which have been unusually prolific in 
large wells. Kern River and other 
Older districts have continued a steady 
decline. Development except in heavy 
oil sections has been upon a reduced 


production this

CITY OF NEWPORT BEACH. 


The city of Newport Beach is a 
sixth-class municipality, including a 
territory extending down the sand- 
spit penifsula to its end. At this 
point there is a channel connecting 
Newport Bay with the sea and across 
this lie the rugged cliffs and rocky 
point of Corona del Mar. Newport is 
composed of three districts recog- 
nized as Newport, Fast Newport and 
Balboa, each district having its own 
postoffice and separate station on the 
Pacific Electric Railroad. 

The Balboa division includes the 
most easterly end of the sand-spit 
peninsula, while the East Newport 
section immediately adjoins Balboa on 
the west and connects with the New- 
port district. 

The city has an assessed valuation 
of $2,228,000, with a tax rate of only 
80 cents on $100 of valuation. During 
the month of August of this year 
$55,000 worth of new buildings were 
erected. By spring every street with- 
in the incorporated city limits will 
have been improved. There are at the 
present time fifteen miles of side- 
walks and curbing and ten miles of 
olled streets installed, while two more 
miles of sidewalks and improvement 
of ten streets are under way. 

Domestic water is supplied by the 
municipal water plant, the supply be- 
ing obtained from artesian wells in 
the basin of the Santa Ana River 
northwest of the city. The water is 
stored in a 660,000-gallon reservoir 
located at an elevation of 116 feet 
above the town, which affords a con- 
stant pressure of about thirty pounds 
to the square inch. There are six 
miles of water mains throughout the 
city. A flat rate of $12 per year for 
all the water desired is charged resi- 
dential property holders and a charge 
of $2 per month is made on those 
houses which are only occupied dur- 
ing the summer months. The city has 
forty fire hydrants and two volunteer’ 
fire departments. 

The West Coast Gas Company sup- 
plies gas and the Pacific Light and 
Power Company serves the commu- 
nity with electricity. Both the Home 
and Sunset telephone companies have 
the systems established throughout 
this district, 

MODERN SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


There is a fine $30,000 grammar 
school plant consisting of a large area 
of ground and a modern brick school 
building. which was completed in 
1912. This contains four neatly- 
equipped classrooms and an audi 
torium seating 200 students. The 
present enrollment is 120 pupils and 
four teachers. There are two excel- 
lent cement-floored tennis courts on 
the grounds.

The history of the operation, or 
rather lack of operation, of this law 
prior to July 17 of the present 
year ‘sg something . which the city 
can take no pride. irectly after the 
law was passed, there was a period 
of lot-cleaning activity which 
promised great things. The newspa- 
pers gave the ordinance pages of pub- 
licity in the course of a few weeks. 
Whole districts of the city began to 
take on a brighter, cléaner appear- 
ance, . 

Then the whole thing fizzled out. 
Those who failed to heed the city’s 
notices found themselves unmolested 
in so doing. The Realty Board and 
other Organizations, backed by in- 
dividual citizens in large numbers, 
protested emphatically. The Board 
of Public Works explained that it 
would have to be provided with a 
fund of $16,000 before it could hire 
the men necessary to carry out the 
city’s threat to clean the lots itself. 
It was argued that the $16,000 was 
only a loan and that it would come 
back into the city treasury as soon 
as the first tax collection was made. 
but in vain. The Council was not 
making appropriations. The “air- 
tight.“ “automatically-effective” law 
omy a jumble of words meaning noth- 
neg. 

The word went around that the 
new anti-weed ordinance was a joke. 
Those with enough pride in the city’s 
appearance and reputation to inspire 
them to personal action went ahead 
and cleaned their lots as usual, while 
those who had merely been frightened 
into it, began again to ignore the 
notices or to laugh at them. 

TWO YEARS OF LAXITY. 


Thus it was in 1912 and in 1913 
and thus it promised to be in 1914. 
Citizens were requested through the 
newspapers to send in the names of 
careless lot owners to the 
Public Works. The Police Commis- 
sion and the Fire Commission and 
the street department were appealed 
to in an effort to get some branch of 
the city government to assume the 
résponsibility for the enforcement of 
the city’s own laws on the weed and 
rubbish nuisance. 

Then came the organization of the 
so-called Lot Cleaning Bureau, with 
its temporarily semi-official standing 
and its aftermath: of charges and 
counter-charges as to carelessness 
and irresponsibility of management. 
Established as a means of providing 
employment to men without work, 
the “bureau” lost standing and died 
a natural death when the unem- 
Ployed in such numbers as they had 
been advertised, failed to appear and 
when lots owners began to make 
charges running the gamut from in- 
competency to graft. 

It apparently was all up with the 
anti-weed campaign when various or- 
ganizationg began to urge the ap- 
propriation by the Cotuncil of the 
long-sought $16,000 fund to start the 
work as a prominent feature in the 
general programme of brushing up the 
city for 1915. The city fathers took 


voted the necessary appropriation 
and created the new bureau of lot 
and parkway cleaning. T. W. Moore, 
a clerk of the Board of Public Works, 
was put in charge. 

Seven men were appointed as in- 
spectors and at once began a rapid 
survey of the city. starting in the 
business district and working out in 
all directions, Offending property 
owners began to receive their an- 
nual notices and, it has since de- 
veloped, to destroy or ignore them as 
veual. Then on July 17 the ufex- 
pected happened. A municipal weed 
crew, composed of a foreman, two 
teams and fifteen laborers, a crew 


without the owner's permission upon 
any weed-grown or rubbish-littered 
lot in the city and to put it In proper 
order, marched out to attack the job 
that had baffled the city authorities 
for years. | 
RESULTS AT LAST. 

The recent effects of that practical 
and convincing demonstration of the 
city’s intentions to enforce the law 


are declared by Mr. Moore to have 
been almost miraculous. The official 
anti-weed crusaders made it a point 
to appear at different widely dis- 
tributed places over the inspected 
area, thereby creating the impression 
among the astonished property own- 
ers that they were about ten times 
as numerous as they really were. New 
crews were put into the fleld and 
these carried on the same strategy. 
Soon the foremen were finding lots 
reported by the inspectors cleaned 
pick and span upon their arrival. 

At the present moment fifty-four 
men are employed by the bureau, this 
number not including the inspectors 
and the clerical force. These men 
are clearing an average of thirt lots 
a day. according to Mr. Moore, who 
also reports that significant fact that 
at the present time, approximately 70 
per cent. of the owners to whom 
notices are served are themselves 
taking the hint and putting their 
properties into shape. Ordinance No. 
25,499 (New Series) is coming into 
its own. 

Some idea of the scope of the prog 
resa made thus far by the bureau 
may be gained from the fact that 
notices have been served in an area 
extending as far north as Sunset 
boulevard, as far east as the river, as 
far south, between Figueroa street 
and the river, as Slauson avenue and 
to the north of Santa Barbara ave- 
nue, as far west as Western avenue. 
In that area more than 7000 lots 
in a disgraceful condition of neglect 
have been encountered. 

The bureau has been interpreting 
the law to include all weed growths 
and rubbish collections that contribute 
to the unsightliness of improved as 
well as unimproved properties and 
some of the first brushing up under- 
taken was of run-down property in 
the region bounded by First, Wash- 
ington, Figueroa and Los Angeles 
streets commonly referred to as the 
business district. In instances where 
the cleaning-up work of individuals 
has not seemed to fill the require- 
ments, the- owners have been told to 
try it again. Thus far, says Mr. 
Moore, the cleaning up has been 
prosecuted as vigorously as the 
limited machinery of the bureau 
would permit. 

The legal status of the billboard, 
unfortunately for the city’s efforts to 
appear at its very best and to make 
a thorough job of it before the 1915 
visitors come, is apparently well es- 
tablished.

How the Practice of Planting ‘for 
Revenue in Some Parts of the 
Thermal Belt Might be Extended 
in Southern California Without 
Sacrifice of Orna mentation. 


The recent meeting of the Arborioul- 
tural Association of Southern Califor- 
nia, dealing as it did eo largely with 
the planting and care of roadside 
shade trees, served to emphasize not 
only the growing and wide interest 
taken in the beautifying of our city 
and country streets, boulevards and 
roadways, but also the increasing 
sums of money expended in carrying 
out the work. 

That the beautification and shading 
of many of our country roads can not 
only be made self-supporting by the 
planting of the right varieties of 
trees, but in many instances can also 
be made to care for a large share 
of the upkeep of the roadways they 
border, is said to be possible. In many 
parts of the world—from Burope to 
far away Manila—it has been found 
that plans for beautification and 
shade can go hand in hand with profit. 


poged to plant the French national 
highways with fruit and nut trees. 
To the objection that the people 
would steal the crops the ruling 
cardinal replied, “To whom should the 
crops belong but to the people, for 
the people own the trees?“ The policy 
thus inaugurated has since been enor- 
mously extended, notably during the 
Napoleonic period, with the result 
that roadsides shaded with fruit and 
nut-bearing trees are to be found 
throughout France, and the produc- 
tion of fruit and nuts thereon no 
small item in the total fruit produc- 
tion of the entire country. 

It is a far cry from Europe to the 
Philippine Islands, but here again in- 
creasing attention is being given to 
the planting of profitable shade trees, 
alongside the hundreds of miles of 
newly-built roadways, as attested by 
repcrts published this summer by the 
United States Department of Com- 
merce. 

In Southern California are to be 
found many hundreds of street front- 
ages, more particularly in the irri- 
gated sections of the thermal belt. 
where profitable shade trees are pay- 
ing good revenue over and above the 
cost of their upkeep. Walnuts and 
apricots, almonds and other varieties 
of revenue-producing street trees are 
to be found throughout Southern Cal- 
ifornia, at the same time presenting 
the welcome and needed summer

The annual upkeep of many of the 
nade trees at present being planted 
throughout the State promises to 
prove items of no mean importance 
in city and county budgets and appro- 
Priations. Pruning, alone, with some 
of the quicker growers becomes a very 
serious problem as the trees reach 
large size. So far as the initial cost 
of planting to maturity is concerned 
it will cost little if any more to grow 
a profitable shade tree than it does to 
grow any of the non-productive trees 
now growing and in course of plant- 


ing. 

* trees throughout the irrt 
districta but can grow profitable 
shade trees, producing weleome shade 
and great beauty. In the thermal, or 
citrus belt, many frontages promise 
to prove adapted to the growth of the 
mango, seedling avocado, almond, 
pili nut, and many other of the ten- 
derer frult-bearing trees. Today 
many a mile of walnut-bordered 
rc id is to be found throughout South- 
ern California, more than paying for 
their care and largely paying for the 
upkeep of the road they border. The 
chestnut promises much for future 


planting, and in fact where else in the 


world will such a great variety of 
suitable trees flourish, where else can 
such a great variety be found avail- 
able for planting? 

Many cities and countries are now 
creating special departments, employ- 
ing experts, deal with this phase 
of municipal and sounty work—<«the 
shading and beautifying of our streets 
and highways. With few exceptions 
such departments could be made at 
least partially self-supporting, and 
frequently entirely so, by means of 
well-organized planting of the right 
varieties of profit-producing trees 
#0 soon as they came into good bear- 
ing.

CIGARETTES COST A QUARTER 
AND SMOKERS ARE GIVEN 
SIX MONTHS, 


Cigarettes are selling for a quarter 
apiece in Sonoratown. They are 
filled with marahuana, or Indian 
hemp, the contraband that is becom- 
ing more vicious than any other crim- 
inal drug. 

The high price of the cigarettes 
was made known in Police Judge 
White's court yesterday when Frank 
Roderiguez was arrested with a large 
can of the weed in his possession. He 
estimated it to be worth $250, as it 
would make 1000 cigarettes.

SCHOOL CHILDREN WILL HELP. 
The school children, organized as 


city garden soldiers, are working 
zealously and systematically on their 
school gardens and at home, With the 
aid of the Parent-Teacher Association 
and the guidance of Mr. Bowen's com- 
mittee, they are about to begin work 
on a big scale and there is no doubt 
that they will accomplish big results 
before spring. 

The one weak spot in the whole 
scheme of making the city beautiful, 
therefore, lies with the individual 
who, through neglect or carelessness, 
is permitting his property to go un- 
tended. In magy cases it is because 
the property owners live out of town. 
In others it is in some cases sheer 
neglect and in others because the 
owners lack the time and means. 

Working on the careless lot-owner 
through his neighbors seems to 
throughful business men to be an ef- 
fective plan of campaign, provided it 
is properly and systematically carried 
out. 80 far as the stubborniy-recal- 
citrant and non-resident owners who 
fail to respond are concerned, there 
are city laws. The word has gone 
forth that these laws are no longer 
to be dead letters; they will be in- 
forced, 


PRACTICAL SUGGESTION. 


Although he believe the city needs 
a thorough awakening of civic pride, 
J, E. Fishburn, president of the Los 
Angeles Clearinghouse Association, 
says there is an effective remedy and 
that the situation calls for a little con- 
certed and well-directed action rather 
than for discouragement or pessimism. 

“Cut the city into little districts of 
only a few blocks each,“ he suggests. 
Let one or two representative men 
and women from each district be ap- 
pointed a committee to canvass the 
district and persuade lot-owners and 
owners of ill-kept property to clean 
up and beautify their places. 

“Where there are neighborhood im- 
provement associations the commit- 
tees might be appointed through 
them. In every neighborhood there 
are usually one or more men who are 
public-spirited and influential and 
who would give a little time to the 
work. The initiative ought to come 
from the 1915 committee or one of 
its sub-committees. This general com- 
mittee should not be asked to under- 
take the full burden of the cam- 
paign, but should act merely as a 
guide or executive for the small com- 
mittees. 4 

“We have a big opportunity to at- 
tract and interest a great number of 
people next year and we have re- 
markable advan es. Every indi- 
vidual should parficipate in the prep- 
arations, not only through the civic 


Even putting it in a purely selfish 
plane, every property owner can 
profitably clean and beautify his place.

“Mr. Fishburn has struck the nail 
on the head,” said President Cole of 
the Chamber of Commerce. “It ig a 
practical suggestion that can and 
ought to be worked out, and it is high 
time that something effective was 
done to awaken civic pride in every 
corner of the city.

W. M. Bowen, chairman of the city 
beautification section of the 1915 Com- 
mittee, is sure that the district com- 
mittee plan will be effective, for he is 
already putting Into effect a similar 
Plan. He has perfected an elaborate 
organization of school children, 
parents and teachers to work in 
neighborhoods. 

Progress in this work is reported 
regularly on chart cards and fre- 
quent meetings are held to devise fur- 
ther ways and means to clean up and 
beautify the city. Last week Mr. 
Bowen met and addressed about 150 
principals of schools and officers of 
parent-teacher associations. The chil- 
dren are not only encouraged to pro- 
greas in their school garden work but 
are given credit for home work.

HOST OF VISITORS COMING. 


“The value of a clean city cannot be 
Overestimated,”’ said D. A. Hamburger. 
“The plan for organization by dis- 
tricts should be carried out. Some- 
thing needs to be done, for we have 
a matchless opportunity to make a 
strong impression on a great number 
of people. 

“A meeting of public-spirited peo- 
ple should be called in each neigh- 
borhood or district and a commit- 
tee appointed which should work un- 
der the direction of some appropriate 
executive head such asthe 1915 Com- 
mittee or its city beautification sea- 
tion. Every owner in every block 
should be seen and urged to join with 
his fellow-citizens in making Los An- 
geles the cleangst and most beautiful 
city in the world. One of the difficul- 
tles facing the vacant lot owners is 
that in some cases the neighbors have 
the habit of using the unoccupied 
ground as a dumping places. This can 
be overcome by a little effective 
work.” 

Mr. Hamburger, who not long ago 
made an extended tour of Europe and 
the East, believes there will be vir- 
tually ag many visitors to California 
next year as if war had not broken 
out in Europe. A great many peo- 
ple in the East, he says, have been 
seeking an excuse to come to Cali- 
fornia, the glories of which have been 
told them many times. Now, with two 
expositions and special railroad rates, 
they will come. 

A considerable number of them, Mr. 
Hamburger believes, will be perma- 
nent residents, of which Los Angeles 
and other Southern California cities 
will get the major portion.

Southern California is approaching 
its greatest and most important pe- 
riod of development,” said Edward A.

To Ralston Wilkes yesterday was 
unusually fair, and wonderfully at- 


tractive. “ys couldn't see a cloud in 
the sky. It was to have been the day 
of his death. 


For weeks he has not been in good 
health. His distress so preyed upon 
him that it caused dissension between 
him and his wife. Mr. Wilkes thought 
that ill-health, an unhappy home, and 
an angry wife were too great afflic- 
tions for a man to tand, and three 
days ago he notified his ost intimate 
friends that he intended to kill him- 
self. 

Such news he forwarded to Mrs. 
Wilkes, who was in Hollywood, housed 
by relatives: As soon as she received 
the alarm she notified the police and 
the police went to the Wilkes resi- 
dence, No. 1453 North Coronado 
street, and questioned the man. He 
said he felt very bad indeed, that he 
was consumed by a fever that the doc- 
tors had been unable to break, and 
was depressed. 

As his threats were not sufficiently 


him there. The doctor who was at- 
tending him reported that the man 
would not take the treatments sug- 
gested, and that it had been impos- 
sible to open the pores of his body so 
he could perspire, and because he de- 
nied himself that relief, his condition 
was dangerous. 

Yesterday morning. Mr. Wilkes,

Mr. Wilkes had arranged to recline on 
the couch, drink the poison, and that 
waa all. 

He was preparing himself so the 
end might be seemly by’ making a 
careful toilet and donning clean linen. 
His best suit was brought out, his 
cleanest and finest white shirt put on. 
He was attaching a neat white collar 
to it when the back collar button fell.

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NO BILLBOARD | 
LAW IN EFFECT. 


POWER TO CURTAIL INDISCRIM- 
INATE SIGN POSTING RESTS 
WITH THE LOT OWNERs. 


Los Angeles has no bill-board or- 
dinance in effect—but the billboards 


are with us, on hill and in vale. The 
vacant lot is its habitat. The bill- 


board ordinance passed by the City 
Council in January of 1911 was con- 
tested and the courts declared it un- 
constitutional. 

Since that time various efforts have 
been made by civic organizations and 
city officials to secure an ordinance 
that would hold the billboards down 
to the minimum and make them as 
unobjectionable as ossible. The 
draft of such an ordinance is nov 
being prepared by the City Attorney. 
It will be submitted to the City Coun- 
— for its consideration within a short 

me. 

This ordinance, upon the terms of 
which the civic organizations and the 
billboard men have agreed, will pro- 
vide that the billboards shall be not 
more than nine feet and four inches 
in height, and that they must stand 
two feet above the ground surface, 
thus making the extreme limit of the 
billboard from the ground to the top 
not more than eleven feet four inches. 
While it is not within the power of 
the city itself to rule out the bill- 
boards, there rests in the private citi- 
zen the power to greatly curtail their 
existence. It really resolves itself 
in a matter of civic pride against a 
curtailment of revenue from the bill- 
board source. Whenever property 
owners are willing to forego the in- 
come from rentals of billboard space 
and refuse to have their lots so dis- 
figured, then the billboards will be- 
come scarce. 

The city itself collects a revenue of 
one-quarter of a cent per square foot 
per quarter as a license fee on bill- 
boards. 


Entrymen Win. 


TENT TO LAND 
UPHELD BY LAW. 


. of United States: District Court. 


Laying down the broad doctrine 
that, to cancel a land patent regular- 
ly issued by the Interior Department, 
it is necessary that proof of fraud and 
misrepresentation must be clear and 
convincing, Judge Wellborn in the 
United States District Court, yester- 
day, dismissed the complaint of the 
government against George Schwinn 
and Mattie A. Kearns, involving in 


each instance a quarter-section of 
land, in the vicinity of Huron, Fres- 
no county. : 

The court held it was absolutely 
necessary in such cages—for the an- 
nulment of a patent properly grant- 
ed—for the government to show be- 
yond a reasonable doubt the truth of 
the allegations of fraud and misrepre- 
sentations in offering final proof-—— 
that, in a word, the proof required in 
criminal cases must be furnished in 
actions brought to set aside a patent 
that had been regularly passed upon 
by the local land office, the General 
Land Office, and finally by the Secre- 
tary of the Interior. 

The court also decided that the 
charge of the government that W. O. 
Miles, president of the Union Nation- 
al Bank of Fresno, who, with seven 
other business men of Fresno and 
vicinity, bought four-fifths of the 160 
acres patented to Schwinn, were not 
innocent purchasers, but that they 
had purchased the land, and Schwinn 
had entered and proven up on the 
land for speculative purposes, had not 
been established. 

The court also found in favor of the 
good faith of both Schwinn and Mrs. 
Kearns in making the entry in 1904; 
that the evidence showed they lived 
thereon the required time. 

The effect of this decision will be 
to confirm Schwinn and Mrs. Kearns 
in their right to the land, and Schwinn 
will not be compelled to make good 
the $25,600 he is alleged to have re- 
ceived from a syndicate of Fresno 
speculators for 128 acres of his quar- 
ter-section at the rate of $200 an acre. 
Mrs. Kearns holds all of her land in- 
tact. 

It was shown by the evidence that 
Schwinn had been pdvstmaster at 
Huron for twenty-two years, and 
that when he resigned and Mrs. 
Kearns was appointed postmistress, 
Schwinn accepted the post of as- 
sista nt. 

In 1904, they made a hamestead 
entry on the land involved, that lies 
about nine miles from Huron, both 
still staying on the job at the post- 
office. They bullt shacks on the land 
and planted alfalfa and barley. About 
two or three times a week, Schwinn 
drove to Huron. This was continued 
until July, 1904, when they completed 
their commutation proofs, 

It was claimed on the part of the 
government that neither Schwinn nor 
Mrs. Kearns could be in the same 
place at one time; that if they were 
assistant postmaster and postmistress 
at Huron, their official home must be 
there, and that if it was there, it 
could not be on the land. The court 
found that where a man's home is, is 
largely a question of opinion; that it 
was entirely possible for Schwinn and 
the woman to hold their official jobs 
in Huron, and still have a legal resi- 
dence nine milcs away.

Protestants Charge Govern- 
ment Broke Faith. 


Kaiser Favored Abows Pope,

He is 
vigorous mentally and physically, suc- 
cessful, culture? à thinker and a 
fighter. 


WAR STOPS WAR. 


“We had 100,000 volunteers in W)- 
ster drilled and armed and had the 
promise of support from like-minded 


and other parts ot the empire,“ Mr. 
Ward continued. “At the beginning 
of the war with Germany a large 
number of thé Volunteers expressed 
a willingness to go to the front and 
face the enemy, but it was then ru- 
mored about that possibly the gov- 
ernment would not abide by its prom- 
ies and so the offer of service by 
the volunteers has been held in abey- 
ance for the present. 
“When the war began the leaders 
of all factions in the House of Com- 
mons agreed to postpone further con- 
sideration of the Home Rule question 
and work together as one man in the 
cause of patriotism. Thus did the 
government promise to withhold fur- 
ther consideration of the bill until 
a more opportune time. Nothwith- 
standing this pledge, I understand 
that the government, at the instiga- 
tion of the Nationalists in the House 
of Commons, has placed the law on 
the statute books. : 

THIRTY YEARS OF IT. 
“The Home Rule question has been 
before the country for iry years. 
During the time of Gladschne the bil! 
passed the House of Commons twice 
and tn each instance was rejected by 
the House of Lords. The present 
government passed the Parliament 
act, altering the Constitution of the 
kingdom. 
“Under the new law any measure 
that passes the House of Commons 
three times becomes operative auto- 
matically even though it be rejected 
by the House of Lords. The govern- 
ment resorted to this subterfuge to 
defeat us. 

“Ulster, is the progressive part of 
Ireland. We have practically all of 
the principal industries of the coun- 
try and consequently we object to 
submitting our destinies to the Roman 
Catholic Church. 

“In Ulster we consider that we are 
an integral part of the kingdom. For 
100 years we have done our share 
toward advancing the interests of the 
kingdom. We object to be dissociated

ODD REVOLUTION 
AND THRILLING. 


MOTOR TRUCK AND JAPANESE 
MAKE HIGH DIVE FROM 
BRIDGE TO TANK.

Two Japanese drove a loaded m 
tor truck off the North Broadway 
oridge vesterday, turned a complete 
revolution with it in the air, and 
landed in a water tank, neatly and 
accurately, all without intent and 
without injury. The truck wasn't as 
good at diving as the Japanese, and 
caught one wheel on the edge of the 
water tank, where it clung until hoist- 
ed down by forty men. 

K. Kimo and J. Fujiyeda, employees 
of the I. & I. Produce Company, were 
driving towards the markets with a 
motor truck laden with fruits and 
produce. As they started to cross the 
bridge a touring car came rapidly to- 
ward them. Kimo was at the steering 
wheel of the truck. 

So direct and fleet was the ap- 
proach of the touring car that Kimo 


and gave the wheel a wrench. The 
front wheels of the truck responded 


by dashing directly for the railing of 


the bridge. 
The heavy motor burst through the 
railing and over the side. Ag it 
dropped, it turned completely over in 
the air, like a well-trained vehicle of 
sensation. In the most terrible peril, 
the two Japanese clung to the seat as 
long as possible, and then lurched 
ahead, with their heads foremost. Be- 
low them was a great water tank of 
the railroad company, filled to the 
top. 
The Japanese realized that there 
was a chance for safety in the water 
for which they were heading, and 
joining their hands, diver fashion, 
took the dip into the tank. They did 
it gracefully, the momentum of their 
fall carrying them to the bottom of 
the tank, and they returned fo the 
top with a long, gliding curve. 
The motor truck that came roaring 
down behind them missed the water 


tank, with the exception of one wheel, 


which clung over the side and sus- 
pended the heavy vehicte there. The 
engine continued to work.

A capacity for feeling is subtle and 
keen. 

The lover who arrives early for his 
tryst understands this peculiarly. 
Every sense is strained to torture as 
he awaits. The chance that she may 
not come throws him into a fever of 
speculation as to what may have be- 
fallen her. His sick fears picture a 
hundred catastrophies, all of them un- 
likely, yet each pointedly real as the 
painful moments of her delay increase.

It would be ruthless for me to pre- 
tend an analysis of this beautiful play 
in the few meager paragraphs remain- 
ing to this article.

Henrt's “Types.” 


Henri has painted at La Jolla, and 
that are now on view in the art gal- 
lery at Exposition Park, are exciting 
#0 much interest among picture lov- 
ers that it is good to know they will 
remain in the gallery till the open- 
ing of the exhibition to be held early 
in October by the California Art Club, 
If you haven't already seen them, 
don't let your opportunity slip by. 
Don't be negligent to the point of re- 
gret. For you will find these virile 
studies of human types more than 
worth while—you will agree with me 
that they are among the most inter- 


some time. | 
No doubt the painter was more ab- 
sorbed in painting. a picture than in 
searching for the soul, but never 
theless, subtle intuitional] pro- 
cesses he revealed the character 
of each of his sitters with wonderful 
exactitude. The racial characteristics 
of his models are, of course, always 
found on the canvases, but the indl- 
vidual characteristics are quite as un- 
mistakable. Foreign as these faces 
are, I think Henri has even traced 
and recorded their elusive American- 
ism—the final stamp of environment. 
There are painters of such dynamic 
force that a first contact with their 
work knocks you breathless, so to 
speak, and robs you of all your criti- 
cal faculty. Some of us remain 
breathless forever under that tre- 
mendous impact. Such a force is 
Henri, which accounts for his big 
following of pupils, and even for the 
ultimate failure of many of them. 
They never recover consciousness. 
But finesse, not force, must be the 
last word in the artist’s completed ut- 
terance. He may begin like a tornado, 
but he must end like a gephyr. He 
startle us to awe and admira- 
tion, but he must also soothe us to 
the gentle wonder of joy. Henri is 
apt to be so forcefully facile with his 
brush that he ends exactly where he 
beging He seizes, us, but he doesn’t 
always hold us. 
As attractive schemes of color, his 
backgrounds are often amazingly 
clever, strikingly beautiful, but they 
do not always wee with any pictorial 
portrait scheme— dhe has one. Often 
they are absolutely relevant. at ut- 
ter variance with the subject in hand, 
without quality—and at times they 
are not even clean and pure color, as 
in the portrait of the Chinese 
vegetable man, which ts a fine study 
of character. If it is Henri’s object 
to “haunt, to startle and waylay” with 
his bizarre backgrounds, he may rest 
secure in the knowledge that he suc- 
ceeds—though his conquest is some- 
what in the nature of a hold-up. We 
throw up our hands, but— 
Nevertheless, and in spite of every- 
thing we may think or say, we find 
Robert Henrt's portraits extremely 
interesting and even beautiful. Noth- 
ing could be lovelier, for instance, 
than the outdoor portrait sketch of 
his wife which he calls “The Beach 
Het,” facile in the handling of _ pig- 
ments, graceful and gracious in its 
swaying lines, charming as a Rom- 
ney in its feminine insouciance. In- 
deed, it is very like a Romney in both 
technique and arrangements. 
Lovely, too, are the little Chinese 
and Japanese maids in blue and white 
whom he has painted so sympathe- 
tically—“*Tam Gan.“ (reproduced last 
week in these columns,) “Chow Choy,”

The most complete picture in the 
gallery, the most satisfying in every 
particular, to my mind, is “Rita,” the 
portrait of Mrs. Henri’'s Mexican 
mraid, who was fully alive to her own 
importance as a sitter for a famous 
painter, and who rose to the occasion 
nobly, donning her best gown of

They are working with children in 
schools, with women in all their va- 
rious activities that touch the world's 
welfare. with men wherever they can 
make men listen to them. I say wom- 
en are working patiently and without 
discouragement, knowing that the 
result of their work will show in the 
generation approaching maturity, and 
perhaps make another great war im- 
possible. If they have to wait another 
generation, the work is good. So they 
are confidently hoping and patiently 
working. 

And their work 1 already showing 
results. Their thought is already 
coloring that vast thought world 
from whence warring men draw their 
inspirations; they are by their prop- 
aganda doing a tremendous share 
toward molding public sentiment 
against war. The people are power. 
When they think as a unit, nothing 
can stand against them. 


And so in time of war the women of 


these United States are preaching 
peace. They are 


to their brothers. Even in States 
where they have no choice as to the 
men who shall speak for them in the 
high places they can do this and are 
doing it. In States where they are 
a political power they are standing 
solid with the President in his policy 
of neutrality. 

The effectiveness of It? Not a wom- 
an in the United States was recog- 
nized as a citizen, many women were 
not recognized as human beings, 
when women began in one small sec- 
tion of the country to lift their voices 
in a protest against slavery. The 
protest grew louder and louder until 
it reached the ears of the men who 
could speak. We all know how vast 
armies were finally assembled to strike 
the shackles from our negro brothers, 
and how these people were told by 
the dear great rail splitter with the 
archangel’s soul to stand free. The 
thoughts of the world had not touched 
the ideal of universal peace then. 
Freedom was gained in the only way 
possible at that time. 

But first stricken women wrung 


their impotent hands; then they 
realized their impotency; then they 
began to think. Then one woman 


went away and in her anguish told 
the story of a nation’s sin, and a peo- 
ple’s bondage and the world rang with 
the cry of shame, the demand for 
righteousness. 

So American clubwomen are not 
engaged in trying to work out a wild 
impossible dream when they arrange 
their little peace parades, scatter 
their little white ribbon badges bear- 
ine the words The United States for 
Peace” and have their peace meetings 
in the clubrooms. Their protest will 
eventually reach the ears dt those who 
will speak. They are swinging the 
thought of the world toward the sub- 
ject of universal peace. The. very 
seeming futility. of their work at 
present makes their courage and de- 
termination all the more admirable. 

I am only a common, humble per- 
son, from common, humble people, 
but there are millions and millions 
and millions of me in these United 
States. I believe there are thousands 
of us who have already reached the 
point where we may stand beside our 
toil-worn brothers from other lands 
and weep for joy at Old Glory borne 
reverently by in the name of peace. 

Oh, march on, women of this great 
land in your long, long invincible 
line. with your fair faces turned to- 
ward the dawn of that wondrous day 
in which no human being may slay 
another at the behest of government, 
with vour eager ears listening for that 
marvelous mantram which we must 


‘hear in time. peace to all mankind, 


peace to all living things. 2

During the year 1913 there were 
twenty-eight persons in the United 
States who gave $1,000,000 or more 
to benevolent purposes.

000,000. Of this, $170,000,000 was for 
education and $95,000,000 for religious 


and charitable purposes, including 
missions. 
The largest beneficiary was the 


Metropolitan Museum of Art in New 
York City, which received $23,000,000, 
including an art collection valued at 
$15,000,000, from the Benjamin Alt- 
man estate, a collection of arms val- 
ued at $5,000,000 from W. M. Riggs, 
and the whole estate of J. M. Ham- 
mond, the typewriter manufacturer, 
estimated at $3,000,000. This does not 
include what tha museum may recelve 
from the $50,000,000 collection of J. 
Pierpont Morgan, part of which is 


now on loan exhibition in the mu- 
seum. 
Probably the next ! bene- 


ficiary of the year is the foundation 
for charitable purposes established by 
John D. Rockefeller, chartered in the 
State of New York. The amount is 
not named, and ultimately may ex- 
ceed the gifts to the museum. 

The $15,000,000 given by Andrew 
Carnegie *for a charitable foundation 
in his nati town, Dunfermline, 
Scotland, comes next. The gifts of 
Oliver H. Payne o: $4,250,000 to Cor- 
nell University, and Robert P. Dore- 
mus, estimated at under $5,000,000, 
to Washington and Lee University of 
Virginia, are in the same class. 

But the most unique and heart 
stirring gift of the whole year was 
that of Reed B. Freeman of Bingham- 
ton, N. V., who gave his whole for- 
tune, estimated at $3,000,000, to the 
families of the thirty girls who per- 
ished in the burning of his factory, 
and at 65 years of age began business 
again as a clerk in New York City, a

\ AYS OF WAR 
A CENTURY AGO. 


UNITED STATES CAPITOD DEVAS- 
TATED BY BRITISH, 


‘Conflicts in Europe Forcibly Re- 
mind Us That This Is the Centen- 


Cities are being destroyed in Eu- 
rope and the United States is at 
peace. Yet. a hundred years ago 
(August 24) our national capital at 
Washington was laid in ruins, sacked 
and burned by the victorfous British 
army of invasion. * 
Following the Napoleonic cam- 
paigns, England found herself at 
peace in Europe, but at war with this 
nation. Gen. Robert Ross , a vet- 
eran, who had served under Welling- 
ton, was placed at the head of an 
expeditionary force made up to 
march on Washington. Assisting him 
were landing parties from the fleets 
under the command of Admirals 
Cochrane and Cockburn. 

The animus which the English then 
entertained against the American 
form of government—the “detestible 
democracy,” as it was sometimes 
called—was even manifest in the or- 
ders issued to officers. In fact, war 
was waged against the United States 
as though it were not a civilized na- 
tion, and not to be given the con- 
siderations that England had ex- 
tended to her European enemies dur- 
ing a state of war. 

Admiral Cochrane, whose destruc- 
tive exploits had greatly insensed the 
Americans, was operating under. the 
following orders: Tou are hereby 
required and directed” (so the Vice- 
Admiral had written to the blockad- 
ing squadrons) “to destroy and lay 
waste such towns and districts upon 
the coast as you may find assailable, 
Only by carrying this re- 
tributory justice into the country of 
our enemy can we hope to make him 
sensible of the impropriety, as well 
as the inhumanity of the system (of 
government) he has adopted.” 

The same order sets forth that: 
As the American government is to 
blame for the war, so the American 
subjects, who suffer loss at the hands 
of the British, must look to the 
American government for indemnifica- 
tion. 

Gen. Ross marched on Washington, 
meeting with but little opposition, 
and upon entering the city at once 
began to pillage and destroy. Con- 
cerning which he wrote: “Judging it 
of consequence to complete that des- 
truction of the public buildings with 
the least possible delay, so that the 
army might retire without loss of 
time.” he then “without a moment's 
delay, burned and destroyed every 
thing in the most distant degree con- 
nected with the government,” 

Many private bulldinss were burned, 
as well as the President's house; the 
public Hbrary with its valuable rec- 
ords and data, and the new Capitol. 

Admiral Cochburn led his men into 
the Hall of Representatives, where 
he leaped into the Speaker’s chair 
and shouted: “Shall this harbor of 
Yankee Democracy be burned? All 
for it will say, Aye!" 

Evidently the motion was car- 


ried. 

Admiral Cochrane, who had a epite 
against the “National Intelligencer’ 
because of the bitter manner in which 
the paper had denounced his ma- 
rauding expeditions along the coast, 
led his men to the newspaper office 
and told them to wreck it. When the 
type had been thrown into the street 
he shouted: “Be sure to get rid of all 
the Es so the rascals can't mention 
my name again.” 

Later, with his own hand he set 
fire to the building. 

While the city was burning a 
thunder storm came up and checked 
the flames, but the next day the 
soldiers set fire again to the half- 
destroved baildings, and this time the 
capital city was utterly devastated. 

The London Times, commenting on 
the destruction of Washington and 
approving of it, then proceeded to 
say: “The ill-organized association 
(meaning Federation of States) is on 
the eve of dissolution, and the world 
is speedily to be delivered of the mis- 
chievous example of the existence of) 
a vrovernment founded on democratic 
rebellion.”

The Berliner Tageblatt says that 
since 1870 the Germans’ confidence in 
the thfallibility of the General Staff 
has been as firm as a rock. “This 
gave the people, since the outbreak 
of the war, a strong self-confidence 
which has been good for their 
nerves” says the Tageblatt. “Anxiety 
about the result has not got the up- 
per hand for a moment and the peo- 
ple are awaiting the victory with a 
confidence which might satisfy an 
Englishman of the genuine kind.” 

The Lokalanzeiger of September 4 
announces on the authority of the 
General Staff that the uninterrupted 
succession of German victory has no- 
where been broken by minor reverses. 
Tt states that the enemy’s loss has 
been greater than Germany's in all 
battles.

while mounted guards protected the 
embassies of the triple entente pow- 
ers. After the streets became silent 
the editor of an important Austrian 
journal remarked to a friend: 

“They have shouted themselves 
hoarse tonight, but they will cry to 
another tune when they know what 
the war involves. It is very well to 
fight against the poor little Serbs, but 
when it comes to the Russians it will 
be a different matter.” 

The words of this veteran editor 
have proved true. The inhabitants of 
Austro-Hungary had long wished for 
an opportunity of threshing the Serbs 
—a matter they thought that would 
be accomplished by sending their 
small fleet of Danube monitors to 
within shooting distance of Belgrade. 

Not until too late did the people 
of Austria-Hungary understand the

The London Times says: From the 
Guildhall, the heart through so many 
generations of the city of London, 
the scene of so many efforts and of so 
many triumphs in England's secular 
Struggle for freedom d for rights, 
the leaders of both great ties have 
appealed to the spirit of the nation. 
Not in vain will their appeal be ut- 
tered, not in vain will all the Britains 
be called upon to fight. and, if need 
be, to die, for the cause their fathers 


have vindicated through the ages 
with their labors and with their blood. 
Appeal was worthy of the solemn 
and fateful hour in which we stand. 
The Prime Minister of England and

honor and of duty as the great dead 
have spoken to our sires. They spoke 
with the righteous anger which the 
fiagrant faith and the brutal ferocity 
of German statesmen and of German 
soldiers have stirred in all English 
hearts, but i, was with that restrained 
and measu wrath which fills us 
when we are deeply moved. 

“The German Chancellor began the 
war by a shameless confession to the 
Reichstag that Germany was com- 
mitting a deliberate wrong against an 
innocent neighbor through whom she 
meant to hack her way. We know 
with what ruthless brutality she has 
carried out that intention. Our judg- 
ment and our consciences are clean, 
is the contention on which the British 
statesmen found their case before the 
nation. We exhausted every resource 
known to diplomacy, every means the 
wit of man could devise, to preserve 
the peace we love. Germany baffled 
our best efforts. On her and on her 
alone, said Mr. Asquith, the re- 
sponsibility rests for the most wanton 
and the most frightful war that has 
ever scourged mankind. One step 
only we would not take, even for the 
sake of peace. We would not break 
our plighted word, we would not stain 
our stainless honor, we would not, at 
Herr von Bethmann Hollwegs in- 
famous suggestion, look upon our 
promises as just a word and regard 
a solemn treaty as ‘just a scrap of 
paper.” When we saw that our choice 
was between honor and dishonor, be- 
tween treachery and good faith, then, 
and not till then, did England declare 
war. 

“The spokesman of the nation 
realize to the full that this, in Mr.

again. Written on her memory in a 
dismally instructive manner, Germany 
has an experience of four hundred 
years on this point, of which the

Carlyle’s description of the wrongs 
committed by France upon Germany 
which follows in his letter provides 
timely and instructive reading. There 
we have a chain from Louis XI to 
Napoleon III of vile attacks, robberies 
and devastations. There are such links 
to the chain as the machinations of 
Richelieu which successfully kept up 
a thirty years’ war in Germany. 

“No French ruler, not even Napo- 
leon I, was a feller or crueller enemy 
to Germany, or half so pernicious to 
it.’ says Carlyle; “and Germany had 
done him no injury that I know of 
except that of existing beside him.” 

Carlyle then continues: No nation 
ever had so bad a neighbor as Ger- 
many has had in France for the last 
400 years; bad tn all manner of ways; 
insolent, rapacious, insatiable, inap- 
peasable, continually aggressive. 

“And now, furthermore, in all his- 
tory there is no insolent, unjust neigh- 
bor that ever got so complete, instan-

Germany. Germany, after 400 years 
of ill-usage and generally ill-fortune 
from that neighbor, has at last the 
great happiness to see its enemy fairly 
down in this manner; and Germany, 
I do clearly believe, would be a fool- 
ish nation not to think of raising up 
some secure boundary fence between 
herself and such a neighbor, now that 
she has the chance, 


“There is no law of nature that I 


know of, no Heaven's Act of Parlia- 
ment, whereby France, alone of ter- 
restrial beings, shall not restore any 
portion of her plundered goods when 
the owners they were wrenched from 
have an opportunity upon them.

Richelieu screwed them 
loose and Louis le Grand, with his 
Turenne as supreme of modern gen- 
erals managed the rest of the opera- 
tion, except, indeed, I should say, the 
burning of the Palatinate, from 
Heidelberg Palace steadily down- 
wards, into black ruin; which Turenne

would not do sufficiently, and which

“Nay, as to Strassburg, it was not 
even attorneyism, much less a long- 
sword, that did the feat; it was a 
housebreaker’s jimmy on the part of 
the Grand Monarque.

Not Disconcerted by Early 
Successes of Kaiser.

France went to war in her 
own defense and in the defense 
of her allies. France did not 
declare war on Germany until | 
the Kaiser had started his army 
toward Paris. When the Kaiser 
declared war on Russia he sent 
an ultimatum to France, de- 
manding to know what action 
France would take, and de- 
manded an answer at a specified 
time. When this answer was 
not forthcoming the Kaiser 
started his army toward France, 
and that country took up arms 
in her defense. 


Frenchmen are not disconcerted by 
Germany’s preliminary success. At any 
rate, the experts of both the Gaulois 
and the Figaro say that. They hope 
much first from the close formation 
in which so many German army corps 
fight—an antiquated kind of tactics to 
our Paris authorities—and secondly, 
from the German plan to mass their 
forces for one decisive battle. 

The French theory seems to be that 
the Germans must be driven to divide 
their forces, enabling thus a resort by 
the French to the Napoleonic method 
of defeating an enemy in detail. For 
the moment, too, the French feel 
that they benefit by having taken two 
contingents of recruits last year. 
France has three contingents of re- 
cruits under arms and trained, where- 
as, Germany last year took roughiy— 
as French dailies calculate—only co. - 
000 additional men. She will not have 
effected a contemplated increase of 
120,000 men until October next. Ev- 
erything must be subordinated, from 
the German point of view, therefore, as 
all French dailies agree, to the de- 
livery of the swift, terrible and com- 
plete blow to France which is the 
Point of departure to Berlin strategy. 
Fallure here could be compensated 
only by overwhelming success in the 
Balkans. 


PENETRATING BERCHTOLD. 


No mere misconception regarding 
consequences can have obscured the 
judgment of Count Leopold Berchtold 
when he laid before his sovereign at 
Ischl the terms of that Austro-Hun- 
earian note to Servia which, as the 
newspapers of St. Petersburg insist, 
made a general European war inevi- 
Inspired Austrain dailies af- 
firmed, even up to the last week in 
July, that Servia would yield, and 
that, even if she did not yield, Rus- 
sia had no thought of intervention. 

Count Berchtold, unless the Paris 
Temps does him a grave injustice, 
knew that Servia would not yield. He 
knew that Russia would come into the 
crisis at ite eleventh hour. The Aus- 
trian statesman was simply overborne 
by themilitaraists of Vienna, a pow- 
erful group interpreting itself through 
the Reichspost. 

Count Berchtold, notwithstanding 
his official postiion as Foreign Minis- 
ter, could effect no assuagement of 
the harshness of the Austro-Hungarian 
note to the government. That 
missive was an indictment of Bel- 
grade by Vienna, referring, as it did, 
to “manifestations which have incited 
the Servian population to hatred of 
the Austro-Hungarian monarchy and 
contempt for its institutions,” and de- 
nouncing the “culpable tolerance” of 
those manifestations. It asserted that 
the assassinations of the heir to the 
Hapsburg throne and his consort were 
hatched in Belgrade, that the weapons 
were furnished by members of a Ser- 
vlan society and that the assassins 
were aided by high Servian officials.

not at a slant. The projectiles when 
carried on the march have their heads 
down, but with the running of the 
caisson into battery and up-ending 
the cartridges lie parallel to the 
ground. The top of the caisson con- 
sists of two doors. which swing out- 
ward when the caisson is upended 
and form wing protections for the 
ar who serve out the ammunt- 
on. 

The bottom of the caisson and the 
wing doors are of light steel construc- 
tion, not over one-fourth inch in 
thickness, and are impervious to steel- 


tary rifle. 

Three gunners kneel behind the 
protecting bottom of the caisson. They 
are completely sheltered from rifle 
fire. Two of these men pass out the 
ammunition; the third cuts the shrap- 
nel fuse to the required number of 
seconds. As a rule the time of flight 
does not extend beyond 22 seconds, 
and for ordinary shrapnel service 10 
to 12 seconds are employed. It an 
depends on the distance of the enemy. 

| WHEN IT BURSTS. 


Good practice demands that the 
shrapnel be burst at a point about 150 
yards short of the object fired at. The 
effect is to release the small balls 
within. The bullets then rush on at 
the full remaining velocity of the shell 
in the form of a sheaf, and strike 
the ground within a rectangle about 
the size of an ordinary company for- 
mation. The dispersion of the bul- 
lets is regulated largely by the posi- 
tion of the bursting-powder charge. 

In the case of some makes of 
shrapnel the bursting charge ls un the 
head of the projectile, while in other 
designs the charge is at the base of 
the shell. Shrapnel shelis are in a 
number of services provided with per- 
cussion fuses in addition to the time 
mechanism, This insures the bursting 
of the shell when striking the ground. 

In the Belgian and French plan of 
placing the caissons when in action 
alongside of the guns, there is gained 
great rapidity of service and a rate 
of fourteen or fifteen aimed shots per 
minute is readily obtainable. An even 
higher rate of fire can be conducted, 
but fourteen aimed shots are perfect- 
I practicable under varying condi- 
tions. By keeping the caisson close 
up to the guns, there is avoided any 
exposure of men in running with am 
munition to the guns. 

Opponents of the practice point out 
that if the caisson is exploded by a 
shot from the enemy it will probably 
also destroy the gun, but there is no 
knowledge, so far as known from ex- 
perience, that the same thing would 
not happen if the caiseton were ex- 
ploded fifteen vards in the rear of the 
piece. The target presented by caisson 
and gun on the same front line is re- 
garded as hardly more dangerous than 
a deep target afforded by placing the 
caisson fifteen yards to the rear. In- 
cidentally, it may be remarked that 
the latter practice has been followed 
in the United States service, but many 
artillery officers believe that the Bel- 
gian and French method is preferable. 
Ip the French and Belgian practice 
the horses are moved off to the rear 
200 or 390 vards, if necessary, wher- 
ever protection can be found in some 
hollow of the ground. 


INDIRECT FIRE. 


Both the Beigians and French re- 
sort to indirect fire; that is to say. 
guns are sheltered behind a knoll or 
ridge, or, if necessary, sunk in pits. 
and the fire is directed by the battery 
commander from whefever he can 
best see. It is not necessary that the 
gunners have more than the range, 
time of flight and direction of fire. 
The battery commander watches the 
burst of the shrapnel. If it is too 
short he forks the object fired at by 
an increased range and then reaches 
the object on the third shot by taking 
a mean of the two ranges. Seldom 
more than two trial shots are re- 
quired. 

The Krupp guns train through eight 
degrees of arc without any necessity 
for shifting the carriage. French guns 
have greatly increased this train by 
having recourse to two addition! trall 
flasks which are spread out V-fashion 
in rear of the gun. | 

It was Gen. Lanclois of. the French 
army who is regarded es the father of 
the present-day French army field- 
practice. This officer for several vears 
urged upon the French government 
the developing of a gun which should 
be superior in range and rapidity of 
fire to any fleld gun in the world. His 
arguments and claims that the thing 
could be done finally resulted in the 
War Ministry taking the matter up in 
earnest. 

LANGLOIS’S IDFASB. 


Langlols, as a practical artillerist. 
indicated what was required, and 
what should be striven for, and Col. 
Dupont, a renowned ordnance engi- 
neer, was aasigned to work in con- 
function with him. These two officers 
have evolved the fleldpiece which 
France now possesses and on which 
France depends for her armies to win 
in the field. The great Puteaux ar- 
senal ts responsible for many of these 
guns and it may interest American 
machine-tool builders to know that 
American arsenal tools constitute the 
bulk of the equipment utilized in the 
fabrication of these pieces. 

Lord Roberts is quoted as saying, 
that the Boer War taught the neces- 
sity of having long-range guns with 
armies in the field. This necessity was 
felt when opposed to the Schneider 
guns of the Boers. the lighter guns 
having been outclisssed. It wil! be re- 
called that the Fnelish sent to the 
front 4.7-inch and 6-inch naval guns 
taken from British crulsers and im- 
provised carriages for the use of those 
guns on land. 

It is doubtful that any such dispar- 
itv will arise between field guns in the 
various European services, but it is 
apparent that Krupp 75-millimeter 
(2.96-Iinch) field guns are unequal to 
attacking armored cupolas such as are 
found in the defenses of Idee. 
Against such defenses heavy pieces 
are needed and then recourse must be 
had to specialiv-bullt armored flatcars 
running on railroad tracks and of suf- 
ficient strength to withstand the heavy

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INDIAN ARMY 
OF ENGLAND. 


Nearly a Quarter Million 
Troops Are Available. 


Every Man Said to Be a 
Natural- Born Fighter. 


In Close Quarters the Knife 
Su plants the Rifle. 


England, if necessary, can pour in- 
to France from India 238,000 trained 
men, of which 76,000 are - British 
troops, including some of the crack 
regiments of the Royal army, and the 
160,000 remaining are the fighting na- 
tive troops of the Indian army, fit 
comrades on the firing line of 
France's Turcos and Spahis. 

According to official figures, the In- 
dian army's strength in round num- 
bers is as follows: Infantry, 122. 
000; cavairy, 26,000; artillery, 10.000; 
engineers, etc., 6000; total, 163,000 
men. Of this number 3000 are Eng- 
lish officers and non-commissioned of- 
ficers; the rest are natives. 

Thirty-nine regiments of cavalry, 
fifteen of them lancer regiments, be- 
sides the bodyguard troops of the 
Governor-General and of the Gov- 
ernors and several independent troops, 
make up the mounted arm. 

The main strength of the Indian 
army is in its infantry. Brahmina, 
Rajputs, Jats, Sikhs, Punjabis, Dogras. 
Mahrattas and Ghurkas, of all castes 
and of several religions—Moham- 
medan, Hindoo, Buddhistse—are al 
warriors who will lay down their lives 
in eagerness for the British Raj, and 
the dark-skinned regiments of the In- 
dian army form a fighting force hard 
to stop. 


NATURAL FIGHTERS. 


Among the most interesting as well 
as the most formidable fighting out- 
fits in the Indian army are the 
Ghurkas. There are ten reciments of 
Ghurka Rifles. These little fighters. 
who come from the region of Nepal, 
and who trace their descent from the 
Rajputs, would rather fight than eat. 
In appearance the Ghurkas are da- 
ceiving. They are short, stocky little 
men, of somewhat the appearance of 
the Japanese, although a little heavier. 
And they wear perpetual grins on 
their faces. The grin does not come 
off when they go into a fight. 

The Ghurkas were conquered by 
the British in 1814 after vears of firht- 
ing, and have become loval subjects 
of England. When the Ghurka regi- 
ments were first made part of the 
Indian army they did not seem to take 
well to organized methods of warfare. 
It was mot until the army authorities 
allowed them to make their national 
weapon, the kukri, part of their equip- 
ment. that they regained their fame 
as fighters. Their instructors never 
could make them use the bayonet. 
The kukri is a long. heavy curved 
knife. 

WOULD SURPRISE GERMANS. 

If the German tinfantrymen come 
face to face with a wave of charging 
Ghurkas gone “musth” with the lust 
of battle and using their knives, the 
Kaiser's troops will receive the sur- 
prise of their lives. The Ghurkas will 
not stop when once launched in a 
charge until, like the wild cats that 
they are. they come to grips with their 
opponents. 

In direct contrast to the Ghurkas 
are the big Sikhs. Six-footers all, 
slow, methodical, steady under fire, 
the Stkths when once on the firing 
line will rather die in their tracks 
than retreat. The Sikhs have been 
loyal soldiers ever since the British 
took India. Durine the Indian mu- 
tinv the Sikhs fought and died beside 
their white officers, always faithful to 
their trust. 

CRACK REGIMENTS. 

The British troops in India consist 
of 54,000 infantry. 5000 cavalry and 
16,000 artillery. The famous cavalry 
regiments of England at present serv- 


ing in India are the First and Seventh 
Dragoon Guards, the Innisek!illing Dra- 
goons, the Queen's Own, Royal Irish, 
Thirteenth and Fourteenth Hussars 
and the Seventeenth and Twenty-first 
Lancers. The last-named regiment. 
sometimes known as the Bengal Lan- 
cers, is now called the Empress of 
India’s. 

Eleven batteries of the Royal Horse 
Artillery and forty-five batteries of 
the Royal Field Artillery are in In- 
dia, besides twenty-six batteries of 
garrison artillery. It is tmprobable 
that these last would be moved un- 
les to reinforce Great Britain's own 
coast defenses. 

Many of England's crack infantry 
regiments have battalions in Inia. 
Among them are the Arrvie and 
Sutherland Hiehlanders, Berkshire. 
Border, Cameron Highlanders, Che- 
shire, Connaveht Rangers Dorset- 
shire, Dublin Fusiliers, Durham Light 
Infantry, Hampshire, Highland Light 
Infantry, Inniskilline Fustlilers, Irish 
Fusiliers, Royal Trish, Irish Rifles, 
Kent East (the Buffs,) Kent West 
(Queen's Own.) King’s. King’s Own 
Scottish Borderers, King’s Roval 
Rifles, Lancashire Fusiliers. Loyal 
North, Prince of Wales Volunteers, 
T#icestershire,. Leinster. Middlesex, 
Munster Fusiliers, Norfolk, North- 
umberland, Rifle Brigade, Royal Fu- 
siliers, Royal Scots, Black Watch, 
Seaforth Highlanders, Somerset Licht 
Infantry, Staffordshire, Surrey, Sus- 
sex, Welsh, West Riding. York and 
Lancaster, and Yorkshire Light Infan 
try regiments. 

NO DANGER FROM RUSSIA. 

That the British regiments in India 
will have first chance to see active Eu- 
ropean service is most probable. With 
them no doubt will come a large part 
of the Indian army. While the active 


alliance of Russia will leave England 
free to move a large part of her In- 
dian army away, some troops will 
have to be left. 

Besides the regular troops of the 
Indian army the independent Indian 
rajahs have all got troops of their 
own, which would tn all probability be 
offered with the same willingness with 
which they have already volunteered 
monetary contributions. Fully 50,000 
of these irregular troops could be 
raised without any difficulty by Great 
Britain, but it is not probable that she 
will use them unless as last resort. 

The Indian troops would most prob- 
ably be transported to Marseilles, as 
the shortest route to the scene of ac- 
tion. 

There are also available in India 
39,090 European and Eurasian volun- 
teers, 40,000 men of the Indian re- 
serves and 22,000 of the Imperial 
Service Corps, the last named being 
men furnished by the various Indian 
states.

German government has adopted, to 
the horror of mankind. ‘We know 
what we are fighting for and we love 
what we know,’ Mr. Bonar Law quoted 
from one of the greatest of English 
rulers. Yes, we know,.and we shall 
fight for it with our whole strength 
to the last. We are ready to face 
the protracted struggle for which the 
Prime Minister bids us prepare with 
all the stubborn endurance and un- 
flinching steadfastness of our race. He 
uttered the thought we all cherish 
when he declared that, rather than 
see our country the accomplice of the 
outrage which Germany has done on 
Belgium, we would see England, with 
All her memortes and all her glories 
‘blotted out from the page of his- 
tory.. We know that great sacrifices 
will be demanded of us. We will face 
them as one man. The entire subordi- 
nation of all besides to the success 
of our arms could hardly find a finer 
or more convincing illustration than 
in the decision of the Ulster Enton- 
ists, on Sir Edward Carson's advice, 
to send one or more divisions of the 
Ulster volunteers for active service 
abroad. The speech in which the 
Ulster leader exorted his friends to 
take this course is the best answer 
to many sneers and taunts which have 
been leveled against him. He has 
not spoken until the moment when 
his speech could become, and has be- 
come, an act.”

They 
are all saying in concert, that Eng- 
land is the enemy of Europe, and that 
whatever a victortvuus Fatherland may 
do to France or Russia, it must not 
stop short of the final destruction of 
English power. At all times the opin- 
ions of the German newspapers on 
foreign affairs are dictated by the gov- 
ernment to an extent unknown among 


ourselves; and at the present crists, 
when even the freest of them read like

Bonar Law and Mr Walter Long, for 
the sound and vigorous attitude which 
they take upon this question of the 
nation’s discharging its financial debt 
toward those who fight its battles 
and toward their dependents.” 

From a military standpoint, the 
outlook for Austria-Hungary seems 
somewhat gloomy to the press of 
London. What Austria really did, ac- 
cording to the London Spectator, was 
to undertake an anti-Slav war which 
is now a general European war. Sla- 
vonic racial feeling, “which may be 
calculated to affect some 25,000 of the 
population of Austria-Hungary,” is 
either actively hostile or gloomily 
defiant. The Hapsbures found some 
four years ago when they mobilized 
for the annexation of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, that the affair must be 
a Teutonic mobilization altogether. 
“In the case of the Slavonic regi- 
ments, the reserves called up from 
the civil population could not be 
trusted for the essential duties that 
would be required of them—that Is, to 
fire upon their fellow-Slavs belonging 
either to the empire, to Servia, to 
Montenegro or to Russia.” Our con- 
temporary has only words of condem- 
nation for those southern Slavs who 


murdered the late heir to the throne 


of the Hapsburgs, but all the facts 
show, it thinks, that the crime was 
most probably designed and carried 
out by subjects of Austria-Hungary. 
The attack upon Servia eclipses the 
horror, the enormity, of the assassina- 
tion in the Slav mind: | 

“We should soon find the Serbs of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina ripe for re- 
bellion, though possibly’ rebellion 
tempered by a want of arms. Such 
a movement would quickly spread to 
Croatia and Dalmatia, and ultimatelv 
to the Slav populations of the rest of 
the Emperor Francis Joseph's domin- 
ions. But Servia would not merely 
have support from half the popula- 
tion of the Dual Monarchy. Monte- 


certainly be with the smaller power. 
How would Roumania, whose army 
and whose finances are strong and in- 
tact, be likely to view the situation? 
Roumania is no doubt a prudent as 
well as a strong power, but we must 
not forget the feeling of intense hos- 
tility toward the Hungarian section 
of the dual monarchy which is felt 
by the Roumanian people. To them 
the Hungarian province of Transylva- 
nia ts Roumania irredenta. The Rou- 
manians allege, and we believe with 
truth, that the 4,000,000 men of Rou- 
manian race who live under Hungary 
are treated with great harshness and 
injustice. It is idle té conceal the 
fact that what they would like, and 
what Roumania would also like, is 
amalgamation with the main stock.” 


GERMANY-AUSTRIA 
LONG IN ACCORD. 


Although official Berlin, according 
to the Koelnische Zeitung, did not 
know exactly what was in Vienna's 
note to Belgrade until it had been 


sent, Germany and Austria-Hungary 
had long been in accord relative to 
a Servian campaign, says Current 
Opinion. The house of Hohenzollern 
would stand by the house of Haps- 
burg. This meant, as the Vienna 
Reichpost explains, that Germany 
would hold both France and Russia 
“sufficiently in check” to enable Aus- 
tria-Hungary to reduce Servia to 
terms. That statement is confirmed by 
every daily in Berlin that enjoys offi- 
cial inspiration. The Kreuz-Zeitung 
reflects militarist opinion fairly well 
when it confesses that the course of 
the powers in the dual alliance r- 
prised Berlin mightily. Vienna sent 
her troops into Servia, as all the world 
knows. St. Petersburg ordered a 
mobilization. Germany delivered her 
blows—on one side against the Mus- 
covite, on the other against the 
French. The great general staff in 
Perlin relied upon two factors here. 
First was the proletarian crisis in the 
Russian cities. a much graver devel- 
opment, seemingly, than the outside 
world vet suspects. The second wes 
the state of the French army, ad- 
mitted in even the Temps to be some- 
what unsatisfactory. Meanwhile 
Vienna hod poured her troons with 
erent sneed, according to the Vos 
sche. into Servia. holdine her own 
Slavs in awe with 200,000 troops alon 
the frontier. 
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series of reports of victory from Lasse 
and West. there comes suddenly a ead. 
piece of intelligence which will be all 
the more deeply felt the more pas.

The attempts made to meet the crisis 
by liquidating assets only made mat- 
ters worse.

foot of Weinsberg. a hill crowned with 
a castle on the nks of the Neckar. 
Konrad was victor, and he besieged 
the castle until those within surren- 
dered. 

All the men were to be made pris- 
oners, but the women were to go away 
in peace, with as much of their treas- 
ure as each could carry. 

The entire army of Konrad was 
drawn up so as to leave the ladies pass 
without hindrance, the Emperor at 
the head of his troops, when such a 
wonderful procession came down the 
hill that the warriors were amazed. 
Each woman carried on her back her 
greatest treasure—husband, son, fath- 
er, or brother. 

Many of the officers in Konrad’s 
army were angry at this, calling it a 
trick: but the old Emperor was 
touched by the show of devotion and 
| gave freedom to all. He not only let 
the men go free, but sent the women 
| back fo get the wealth they had left 

nd. 


After that incident the hill was 
called Weibertreu, or Woman's Truth. 


It was in 1820 that Charlotte, Queen 
ot Wuerttemberg, daughter of George 
III. with other ladies of Germany, 
built an asvlum there for poor women 
who have done self-sacrifleing acts of 


love.

A NOVEL FOR WOMEN. 

SATURDAY'S CHILD. By Kathleen Norris. The 

Macmilian Company, New York. 

OME MEN may like “Saturday’s Child,” 

and most women will. It is essentially 

a women’s novel. Lest some cantank- 
erous ladies think we mean that as dis- 
paragement, haste is made to enter a flat 
denial. Several men have parts in the 
story, but it is dominated by one woman; 
and she is assisted in suppressing the mas- 
culine interest by innumerable other women. 
Men and men’s affairs are incidental—in- 
dispensable, of course, but nevertheless in- 
8 Therefore, it is a woman's novel.

Susan Brown does, and in San Francisco. 
The whole of some 530 closely printed pages 
is devoted to situations that develop in and 
around San Francisco. The book is divided 
into three consecutive parts, “Poverty,” 
“Luxury” and “Service.” 

In the first Susan is employed, with a 
dozen and more other girls, as a book- 
keeper in a wholesale drug store, where she 
attracts the attention of the proprietor’s 
son, whose heart she manages to take into 


her possession—temporarily. 


Next she becomes the companion of Emily 
Saunders, a rich valetudinarian, petulant, 
egotistical and altogether unlovely. Amid 
the settings of luxury Susan is swept into 
the affection of a man she has no business 
to love. When “Saturday’s Child” appeared 
serially in one of the magazines, Susan es- 


caped from this “unconventional” situation 


through the workings of her conscience; 
but we find this part has been rewritten and, 
from an artistic standpoint, improved upon. 
In the book’s present form, the plot turns 
on the sprained ankle of one of Susan’s 
friends. __ 

At last she become a wife and mother, 
finding a husband where the opportunity 
had long been overlooked. In service she 
finds happiness—and all girls who work, or 
those who loaf and let other people work 
for them, may find the mora] themselves. 
The moral is not dragged in by the nose, but 
one can hardly help bumping into it. 

Mrs. Norris has written against a back- 
ground of poverty on the one side, and 
luxury on the other. Her treatment has 
been more kind to the children of Lazarus 
than to the children of Dives; she heartily 
disapproves of San Francisco’s high society, 
and shows its disease, drunkenness and 
sloth. 

There is a prodigious amount of “local 
color” and character study in “Saturday’s 
Child,” and almost enough words to have 
written two stories as long as this one could 
well have been. It is details, so many of 
them, heaped up by the chapters full, that 
gives the book its bulk. But even at that, 
it is the best written novel Kathleen Norris 
has given us. And it is her first book 
since “Mother” that shows her to be capable 
of something more than “sweet” little 
stories “by the author of ‘Mother;’” in 
other words, it is a book that doesn’t need 
her reputation to impress those who read it.

SérmsHE HIDDEN CHILDREN” one of 
Mr. Chambers’s dest books and is 
perhaps his largest. He has drawn 
away from cigarette-smoking debutantes 
and perfumed young men to write a story 
that has many strong features on the Amer- 
ican Revolution. 

Mr. Chambers is one of the most skillful 
authors in this country; he can take the 
frothiest theme and make it into all sorts 
of interesting designs; he can make his 
characters talk endlessly and not uninter- 
estingly about nothing—or, that is, about 
sOme more or less vague aspect of love;

A CHILD AT THIRTY. 
LITTLE EVA EDGARTON. By Eleanor Hallowell 
Abbott. The Century Company, New York. 

T IS scarcely conceivable that Mrs. Ab- 

bott would write a dull book. “Molly 

Make-Believe” was whimsical and clever; 
“The Sick-a-Bed Lady” was humorous, dell- 
cate and not so good; “The White Linen 
Nurse” was a very poor story by a very 
good author, but “Little Eve Edgarton” is 
a silly book with faint resemblance of Mrs. 
Abbott’s better work. 2 

An insufferable cad by the name of Mr. 
James Barton furnishes the masculine love 
interest. Little Eve Edgarton herself is 
the most tnattractive young woman to 
whom Mrs. Abbott has ever introduced us. 
Little Eve is 30, she is listless, she drawis, 
she is extremely erudite but child-like— 
she writes learnedly on biology, and plays 
with paper dolls because she has never had 
a childhood, never known a home, but hms 
gone tramping around the world with a 
restless and unsympathetic scholar who is 
her father. 

The father, as a joke—the humor of 
which is not apparent—forces Barton, who 
doesn't want to go, to ride with Eve, who 
doesn't want his company. Barton is bored 
and Eve is bored and we are bored. Then 
a storm comes up, a bolt of lightning kills 
both their horses and stuns him. Eve 
drags him to her cave—which she has used 
for a playhouse—works over him, pours 
vodka down his throat and brings the 
young man to lite. 0 

The outcome may be imagined. But, 
before the ending, Barton shows himself 
to be selfish, ungrateful and very much of 
a snob, But that does not seem to annoy 
either the author or little Eve Edgarton. 

There are bright sentences, whimsical ex- 
pressions, a touch of pathos, and pages of 
entertainment. Mfs. Abbott has the gift of 
dressing phrases in new and radiant mean- 
ings, but one doesn’t notice that gift so 
much in this book as usual. And as for 
the plot and the episodes—they are disap- 
pointing. Mrs. Abbott never has written a 
book that didn’t need her joyous sauciness 
and pungent humor, her unique artistry and 
unusual cleverness to keep it from being 
silly. “Little Eve Edgarton” has less of 
those qualities than is needed.

THE FRONTIER HEROES. 
KIT CARSON DAYS. By Bdwin L. Sabin. A. C. 
McClurg & Co., Chicago. 

R. SABIN has written the history of 
Kit Carson—not a history. It seems 
to have deen his intention to present 
every available fact relating to the famed 
frontiersman and his associates. It is not 
the sort of history which was popular with 
us in our younger days, when we cared lit- 
tle for authenticity, but much for dramatic 
situations and brilliant adjectives. Mr. 
Sabin describes many fights and adventures, 
many escapes and heroic incidents, but he 
speaks of Indians being wounded or killed 
instead of “biting the dust” or being 
“hurled inte eternity — Which we once 

ought was the proper way to portray the 

of an Indian. 5 

And so, Mr. Sabin’s is the history for 
those who want to know instead of for 
those who want to be agitated and amused. 
He has covered the “Kit Carson Days” 
about as thoroughly as, we believe, is pos- 
sible, for the book shows the unmistakable 
signs of painstaking research and careful 
verification. The period between 1826 and 
1868 is, in fact, treated with a thoroughness 
that does credit to the historian and gives 
satisfaction to the reader. 

Carson appeared in Los Angeles in 1830, 
when it had 1000 inhabitants; and although— 
the houses were a little more than hovels 


| of mud, eight feet high, with roofs of 


and asphaltum, it was known as a ‘city of 
gardens’ as today.” 

Among the better known men who fought 
on the outposts of civilization and made 
possible the acquisition of Californian ter- 
ritory by the United States, and are in- 
cluded in “Kit Carson Days,” were David 
E. Jackson, Joshua Pilcher, Etienne Pro- 
vost, Jedediah 8. Smith, William Sublette, 
Robert Campbell, Baptiste Gervais, Henry 
Fraeb, Thomas Fitzpatrick, James Bridger, 
William Henry Vanderburgh, Andrew 8. 
Drips, Lucien Fontenelle, Capt. De Bonne- 
ville, Nathaniel Wyeth—and scores of oth- 
ers, many of whom were just as valiant 
and daring. 

Mr. Sabin also says, with obvious truth, 

that even the known names do not begin 
to form the roll call of those who stood 
among the big men of the period; and fre- 
que v in the course of his research he 
chance across names and found nothing 
more of them—they were the names of 
those who belong to the legion that had 
no historian. 

“Kit Carson Days” is a book of size, with 
almost 700 pages, and no wasted words on 
any one of them. To that special class 
which prefers biography, it will be a book 
of absorbing interest since there seems to 
be nothing omitted that was procurable— 
and the first duty of a biographer is to tell

City Officials Plan Laws to 
Regulate Them. 


Bankers Defend Keeping of 
Excess Reserve.

LONG BRACH. Sept. 26.—City at- 
torneys of Southern California in con- 
ference today ever the auto bus situa- 
tion decided that these vehicles are 
common carriers and are subject to 
regulation.

After a short time the 
exportation from Cuba direct to Eng- 
land and indirectly from New York 
refineries began to dwindle and prices, 
instead of continuing to rise, began to 
drop and have been spasmodically on 
the decline ever since, producing a 
demoralized market. Reports from 
New York indicate a renewal of ex- 
portations which is looked upon as a 
forerunner of further increase in 
prices. 


PROTECTION NEEDED. 

In conformity with the unanimous 
attitude of the beet-sugar producers 
of the United States, it is the conten- 
tion of the California factory owners 
that now more than ever the sugar- 
beet industry needs the encourage- 
ment and protection of the govern- 
ment so that it be unhampered in the 
production of as large an output of 
sugar as possible with which to offset 
the present rapidly-growing shortage 
all over the world. This country con- 
sumes one-sixth of the entire world’s 
sugar output and produces only 4 


sugar industry, In 1836 France, ow- 
ing to the foresiaht and energy of 
Napoleon, produced 40.000 tons of 
beet sugar, while at that time Ger- 
many’s yield was only 1400 tons. To 
stimulate the grewth of the industry 
Germany, at its own expense, estab- 
lished factories, levied a high protec- 
tive duty on imported sugar and even 
extended bounties on export sugar. 
Today Germany stands as the most 
efficient and leading beet-sugar pro- 
ducing country of the world, with an 
output sufficient for its own consump- 
tion and a great volume for export. 
The European beet sugar crop for 
the year ending August, 1914, is esti- 
mated at 8,341,000 tons, The coun- 
tries of Europe having prohibited the 
exportation of foodstuffs, it is assumed 
that the Huropean 8,259,000-ton cr 
will not be exported inan part, t 
entirely consumed at home.

MATTER OF REVENUE. 


A final and compelling argument re- 
iterated by the domestic sugar pro- 
ducers in favor of the protective tar- 
Ir is that the serious Federal revenue 
shortage of $100,000,000 annuaily 
from the falling off of custom receipts 
can in some measure be offset by a 
duty on foreign sugar. Thus, the bur- 
den of taxation would be placed on 
outside countries rather than upon do- 
mestic consumers and producers, as 
is proposed in the taxation of the wine 
industry, which; already heavily bur- 
dened, cannot successfully endure it. 

It is further suggested as a means 
of inducing the home cultivation of 
beet seed that a small duty be placed 
on the imported seed. A duty of 5 
cents per pound on seed would soon 
result in the wide production of suf- 
ficient seed to meet the domestic de- 
mand. 

As the difficulty of securing seed 
will be great, if not In many cases ut- 
terly impossible, it ie advised that the 
factories ordering foreign seed should 
use the following precautions: To 
reach German concerns, communica- 
tions should be made in triplicate, one 
via Italy, one via Austria-Hunary and 
one Via Holland. If Italy continues 
neutral, shipments®brought from Ger- 
many could be made and 
Switzerland. Sugar growers 
should keep closely in touch with their

CORONER'S JURY IN VERDICT 
DOESN'T BLAME SLAYER. 


fer Murder, However—t 
Services Tomorrow. 


No blame is attached to John Her- 
mann by the Coroner's jury in a ver- 
dict returned after the inquest over 
the body of Patrolman Robert Vernon 
Murray, who was shot Wednesday 
night at No. 129 Carr street. . The 
patrolman died the following day at 
the Receiving Hospital.

QUICKSILVER AS 
A CONTRABAND. 


WAR CAUSES PRICES TO RISE; 
CALIFORNIA PRODUCTION 
IS VERY LARGE. 


The use of quicksilver in the man- 
ufacture of fulminating explosives | 
apd the sudden termination of the 
mining of this metal in Austria and 
Italy, the principal producing coun- 
tries, has brought a sudden pressure 
of demand on the California produc- 


ers. This State has the largest quick- 
silver production of any country in 
the world and since the discovery of 
the metal in 1850, the total output 
has had a value of nearly $100,000,000. 

According to H. McCaskey, 
western representatives of the United 
States Geological Survey in the mat- 
ter of quicksilver research, who vis- 
ited Los Angele during the past 
week, the supply of European quick- 
silver is being used in the making of 
explosive caps both for small arms 
and artillery. The mineral is de- 
cClared,a contraband of war and con- 
sequently it will be impossible to ship 
to Europe, but there has been an ex- 
cellent business in South America and 
with the Orient from Japan to India. 

When the war was first announced, 
the metal was selling around $39 a 
flask and then jumped from there to 
$100. Since that time the quotation 
has fallen off until it can now be ob- 
tained at $55. California last year 
produced 15,591 flasks which average 
seventy-five pounds each. Eighteen 
minés produced this quantity and re- 
ports from the region where it is 
plentiful state that everal new 
mines are being opened. Several dis- 
tricts in Nevada have also shown

What are California's scenic routes 
for 19167 

They have been outlined in tabloid 
form by the Automobile Club of 
Southern California for guides to 
eastern motorists, and contain impor- 
tant information for Southern Cali- 
fornia automobile’ fans. 

As @ part of the club’s plan all 
motorists living south of the Tehach- 
epi will act as a reception committee 
next year and each will serve ag a 
guide to one motoring party from the 
East. In this way competent guides 
will be secured to pilot the visitors 
| who are coming in flocks to see the 
expositions. 

“But Southern Californians must 
learn their own territory first,” point 
out officials of the Auto Club, and 
with this thought in view they are 
preparing data on the most scenic 
tours in the State. 

One of the most important of the 
tours outlined is that including the 
southern part of California. It com- 
bines the use of both the valley and 
coast roads to San Diego and is the 
longest single tour to be made offi- 
cial by the Automobile Club. Rami 
cations of this tour include the fa- 
mous round-trip drive from San 
through Alpine and to 
Julian and thence through Witch 
Creek and Ramona for the return. 

AROUND THE BAY. 


Although there are other tours in 


San Diego county, officials of the Auto 
Club declare that in order to distrib- 
ute the motorists over the State spe- 
cial attention cannot be given to any 
one territory unless the roads are in 
unusually excellent condition. An- 
other tour, however; to be made offi- 
clal is that from San Diego around 
the bay. As an exposition city San 
Diego receives special! attention from 
the officials. 

With the return from San Diego spe- 
Clal tours will be stamped as official 
from Los Angeles as a center. The 
longest of these includes a round- 
trip, two-day tour over the Valley and 
Foothill boulevards with an overnight 
“control” at Riverside. This is to be 
called the “tour de luxe” at club 
headquarters, where special maps 
Will be provided all visiting motor-

A milllion armed guards is a 
mighty assemblage as ordinary armies 
go but a decided minority in the great 
Ruasian contingent. At the expira- 
tion of fifty weeks, which is just one 
year, if all went according to sched- 
ule this military monster would at 
length be ready for work before the 
enemy. 

In the State of California alone 
there are according to the recent re- 
port of the Motor Vehicle Department 
114,247 registered motors of every 
capacity being operated in the State 
at the present time. This number 
composed of every make from t 
eyciecar to the big ten-ton truck and 
the average carrying capacity of this 
collection of vehicies is four passen- 
gers 

With four passengers to the car and 
a total of 114,247 machines it would 
be possible to move an army of pmac- 
tically 590.000 troops which number 
ie in excess of the manding army of

Here is the recipe for potato dough- 
nuts asked for by a correspondent. They 
are delicious. Two good sized potatoes, 
cooked and mashed; one and a quarter 
cups of sugar, two tablespoons of butter 
or Gne lard. three-quarters of a cup of 
milk, three eggs, seasoning to teste, two 
teaspoons of baking powder, halt a tea- 
spoon of salt. Do not add the last two 
items if you use self-rising four. Mash 
the potatoes; add the beaten yolks of the 
gether and add to the potatoes and eggs. 
Add two cups of flour (sifted with the 
baking powder) and the milk, slowly. 
Add one more cup of flour; repeat this 
if needed; lastly, fold in the beaten whites 
and more flour if necessary. You cannot 
tell exactly how much flour will be re- 
quired. Noll out, cut inte shapes, fry in 
deep fat, and roll in fine sugar while the 
doughnuts are still warm, Mus.
